JOURNAL OF THE 
PROCEEDINGS OF THE CONVENTION. 


New York, 
Wednesday, September 30, 1903. 


Tuis being the day appointed by the Constitution of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church in the Dioeese of New York for the 
meeting of the Annual Convention, a number of the clergy and 
laity assembled for divine service at 10 o’clock in the morning at 
the Church of the Heavenly Rest, New York City, the place ap- 
pointed by the Bishop for the purpose. 


The Bishop of the Diocese delivered his Annual Address (Ap- 
pendix A), and called the Convention to prayer after announcing 
' the names of Bishops, clergymen, and laymen who have died dur- 
ing the past year. Appropriate prayers were said by the Rev. 
Dr. Van Kleeck. 


The Holy Communion was celebrated by the Bishop, assisted 
by the Rev. W. R. Thomas, D.D., Archdeacon of Orange; the Rev. 
F. B. Van Kleeck, D.D., Archdeacon of Westchester; the Rey. A. 
T. Ashton, D.D., Archdeacon of Dutchess; the Rev. Geo. F. Nelson, 
D.D., Archdeacon of New York; the Rev. Thos. R. Harris, D.D., 
Secretary of Convention; the Rev. Morgan Dix, D.D., President of 
the Standing Committee; the Rev. D. Parker Morgan, D.D., Rector 
of the Church of the Heavenly Rest, New York; the Rev. John 
Williams and the Rev. Charles A. Brown, Curates of the Parish. 


The Secretary laid before the Convention written proof that 
a constitutional quorum of both orders was present, and, on motion, 
the calling of the roll was dispensed with in accordance with the 
provisions of Canon II., Sec. 15. 


The President declared the Convention duly organized for 
business. 
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On motion, the reading of the Rules of Order was dispensed 
with, and the President announced the election of Secretary and 
Treasurer as next in order. 


The Rev. Thomas R. Harris, D.D., was nominated as Secretary 
by Mr. Geo. Macculloch Miller. | 


On motion, the ballot was dispensed with, and Dr. Harris was 
unanimously elected. 


Mr. James Pott was norainated as T'reasurer. 


On motion, the ballot was dispensed with, and Mr. James Pott 
was unanimously elected. 


The Secretary announced that he had appointed as Assistant 
Secretaries, the Rev. Romaine 8S. Mansfield, the Rev. Robert Morris 
Kemp, and the Rev. Robert Van Kleeck Harris. 


Mr. Geo. Macculloch Milier moved that that portion of the 
Bishop’s Address which referred to the right to seats of Rectors 
Emeriti and Professors Emeriti be referred to the Committee on 
Canons, with instructions to report at the earliest possible moment, 
which was adopted. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Huntington the following resolution 
was adopted: 

Resolved, That so much of the Bishop’s Address as refers to the election 
of a Bishop Coadjutor be referred to the existing Committee on a Coadjutor, 


with instructions to report at its earliest convenience a method of procedure in 
the premises. 


The Rev. Hugh Maguire having requested that his name be 
placed on the Roll of Clergy entitled to seats, the matter was re- 
ferred to the President and Secretary on the motion of the Rev. Dr. 
Parks. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Clendenin the following proposed 
amendment to the Constitution was referred to the Committee on 
Canons: 

Resolved, That Article III. of the Constitution of the Diocese be amended 
by inserting the words ‘‘ Religious or” after the words ‘‘Chaplains in any in- 


corporated,’’so that the said section shall read, ‘Chaplains in any incorporated 
Religious or Charitable Institution may be members of the Convention.”

OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE ESTATE AND PROPERTY OF THE 
DIOCESAN CONVENTION OF NEW YORK, FOR THE 
YEAR ENDING SEPTEMBER 28, 1903. 


The following is a list of the various Trusts :— 

Diocesan House, 29 Lafayette Place, and an Endowment Fund of $50,- 
000, the income of which is to be expended for its support and maintenance. 
The real estate is leased to the Bishop and the entire income paid to him. 

Land, Church Building, Rectory, Parish House, and Schoolhouse at 
Highty-ninth Street and Madison Avenue, leased to the Church of the Beloved 
Disciple. Endowment Fund and securities of the par value of $186,493.03, 
- the income of which is to be applied to the maintenance and preservation of 
the church and its work, but no income shall be expended for alterations to the 
church or for a Mission Church. 

Land, Burial Plot; and Glebe Plot, with Church Building, Parish House 
and ene. near Scarborough, Westchester County, leased to St. Mary’s 
Church, Beechwood. Endowment Fund of $9,206.82; the income to be ex- 
pended for repairs and conducting services in the church. 

Land and Church Buildings at Cruger’s, Westchester County, occupied 
by the Church of the Divine Love. 
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Land, Church Buildings, and Rectory at Verplanck’s, Westchester County, 
occupied by St. Barnabas’ Church. 

_ Land and Church Buildings at Rosendale, Ulster County, occupied by All 
Saints’ Church. 
-Land and Church Building at Yonkers, leased to Christ Church. 

Land and Church Building at Tuxedo Park, occupied by St. Mary’s 
Church. 

Land at Ellenville, Ulster County, with Church Building and Rectory, 
leased to St. John’s Memorial Church. 

Land and Church Building at Newburgh, leased to the Church of the 
Good Shepherd. 

Endowment Fund of $5,500; the income to be paid semi-annually to the 
Pastor, Rector, or other head of St. Matthew’s Protestant Episcopal Church, 
in the town of Bedford, Westchester County, in addition to his regular salary. 

Land and Church Building known as the Worthington Memorial Chapel, 
in the town of Greenburgh. Endowment Fund of $5,500, the income of 
which is to be applied to the repair and maintenance of the chapel and grounds. 

The title to the land occupied by St. Thomas’ Protestant Episcopal 
Church of Mamaroneck, Westchester County, is to revert to this corporation 
upon the failure of the parish, which holds a conditional title, to carry out 
the terms of the grants of the property. 

An Endowment Fund for the parish, consisting of bonds of the West 
Shore Railroad Company, of the par value of $4,500, is held, the income to be 
applied to the expenses of the parish. ; 

Endowment Fund, All Angels’ Church, New York City. This fund is to 
accumulate until it amounts to $50,000. It amounts at this date to $18,411.53. 

Land at Yonkers, New York, with Church Buildings, leased to St. An- 
drew’s Memorial Church. 

Loomis Memorial Chapel, to be held as a memorial of Dr. Alfred L. 
Loomis. The property is situated at Liberty, New York, at the Loomis Sani- 
tarium, and has been leased on the usual terms to the Loomis Sanitarium, 
which agrees to maintain the property and provide necessary services. 

Property on the south side of East Eighty-eighth Street east of Second 
Avenue, held by St. James’Church. This corporation holds a reversionary in- 
terest in this property in case the Church corporation should fail to comply 
with the terms of the deed of gift. Endowment Fund of $200,000, to be in- 
vested and the income paid over to the Rector, Church Wardens and Vestry- 
men of St. James’ Church, to be applied to the use, maintenance and support 
of said property in East Highty-eighth Street. 

In addition to thisan Endowment Fund of $89,086.64 has been received, to 
be held by this corporation, and the income paid to St. James’ Church so long 
as it shall be entitled under the terms of the agreement to receive the same, 
and afterwards to Trinity Church Corporation of the City of New York. 

Land at Harrison, Westchester County, New York, with Church Build- 
ing thereon. As no Church corporation has been formed to hold this prop- 
erty, a lease was made to Rey. William W. Kirkby, Frank German, James A. 
Burnham and William H. Beers, who agreed to maintain the property in repair 
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and provide church services; the property being occupied and held in con- 
nection with Christ Church at Rye. | 

Since the last report, additional property has been received, to be held in 
trust for this parish, and new buildings, including a rectory, are being erected. 

Church of the Holy Apostles’ Endowment Fund. This fund was received 
in 1901, with instructions to hold the same until with the accumulations it 
amounted to $20,000, after which the income of the fund is to be paid to the 
Treasurer of the Church of the Holy Apostles, to be expended by him for the 
general running expenses of said church. This fund at the present time, with 
accumulations of interest, amounts to $17,063.36. 

Fund of $5,000, held under the will of Elizabeth D. Eaton, the income to 
be paid to the Rector, Church Wardens and Vestrymen of St. Clement’s 
Church, New York, to be used to provide fitting and proper burial of the poor 
connected with that parish. 

Fund of $10,000,received under the will of Mary Beech Tousey, the income 
to be paid to the Rector of St. Clement’s Church, New York, to be expended in 
the employment of a competent and devout woman to care for the poor and 
sick in the neighborhood of said Church. Owing to litigation about the will of 
Mrs. Tousey, the payment of this income has been suspended. 

Endowment Fund for the benefit of St. John’s Church, Yonkers, invested 
in registered bond of the West Shore Railroad Company of the par value of 
$50,000, the income to be paid to the Rector, Church Wardens and Vestrymen 
of St. John’s Church in the city of Yonkers. 

Fund of $25,000, received from Mrs. Eva 8. Cochran, to be held as a me- 
morial of her deceased husband, William I’. Cochran, the income to be paid to the 
Rector, Church Wardens and Vestrymen of St. Andrew’s Memorial Church of 
the city of Yonkers. 

The term of office of two of the Trustees, J. Pierpont Morgan and George 


R. Schieffelin, will expire October 1, 1903, and two persons should be elected — 


by the Convention for the term of four years to succeed them. 
The Trea:urer’s Report submitted herewith shows in his charge securities 


and cash of the estimated value of six hundred and seventy-six thotsand, 


nine hundred and sixty-one dollars and twenty-three cents. 

Income received and paid out, twenty-eight thousand, one hundred and 
fifty-three dollars and seventy-four cents.

Report 


OF THE NEW YORK PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CITY MISSION 
SOCIETY, 1903. 


During the past summer the City Mission Society has suffered a serious 
loss in the deaths of Mr. Alfred M. Hoyt and the Rev. E. Walpole Warren, D.D. 

Mr. Hoyt had been connected with the Society for thirty years, having 
been elected a member of the Board of Managers in 1873, and,until prevented 
by failing health, took an earnest and active interest in its work. From his 
election to 1899 he was a member of the Committee of Direction (now the Ex- 
ecutive Committee). 

The Rev. Dr. Warren became a member of the Board in October, 1893, and 
would have completed his ten years of service had he lived until this time. His 
interest in the affairs of the Society was unflagging, and his willing help was 
unsparingly given both as a member of the Board of Managers and of the Com- 
mittee on the Italian Mission. 

The policy of the past year has been to increase the efficiency of the work 
already undertaken by the Society, and of the workers engaged in it, rather 
than the opening of new fields of labor. To a great extent this has been ac- 
complished. The new men taken upon the staff have been chosen for their fit-

ness for the special places to which they have been assigned, as well as for their 
spirit, like that of the Master,that has led them to endure hardness, laboring in 
season and out of season for the spread of the gospel among those who need it 
most.

The continued stormy weather upon the Sundays of last winter resulted in 
the reduction of the offerings from the parishes by several thousand dollars. 
Forty-three parishes contributed during the year. 

The Superintendent again appeals to the clergy to give their people the 
privilege and opportunity of making an offering for this work. He is always 
ready to make addresses upon the work before the congregations on such days as 
may be appointed. 

The Missionary Staff during the past twelvemonth has numbered twenty- 
five clergymen, five deaconesses and four lay-readers. Of the clergy, six have 
rendered temporary service.

It is the custom for the Staff to meet monthly in St. Barnabas’ Chapel for 
a Celebration of the Holy Communion, followed by a Conference, on which oc- 
casions they have been addressed by the Bishop and several of the rectors of 
the city. 

St. Ambrose’s Chapel was closed at Easter and the property sold scon 
afterwards. The congregation had almost entirely left the neighborhood, 
having been replaced by a colony of Italians adhering to the Church of Rome. 
Work was attempted among them, but it was unsuccessful. 
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In December the Bishop asked the Society to undertake the support and 
oversight of the chapel known as the Pro-Cathedral in Stanton Street. The 
Board accepted the charge, and since that time the work there has been carried 
on under the direction of the Society. It is interesting to note that in 1833, 
shortly after the organization of the City Mission, it established a chapel to 
minister to the people living between Grand and Houston Streets, from the 
Bowery to the river. Through many changes, and after many years, out of 
this work came the Pro-Cathedral, and now when seventy years have elapsed 
the first chapel of the Society comes again under its care. 

At San Salvatore the Italian work continues to grow. The new building 
has been set apart by the Bishop, and through the generosity of a member of 
Grace parish, the parish house has been carried up another story. The estab- 
lishment of a kindergarten has increased the scope of the week-day work, and 
gathered in many of the little ones whose only school was that of the street. 
The election of Dr. Nelson to be Archdeacon has left the vicarate of the 
chapel vacant. It is being temporarily supplied by another member of the 
staff. 

The Chapel of the Messiah, the largest of our chapels, starts the new year 
with an increased staff. The Vicar will be assisted by two deaconesses and a 
seminarian who has proved himself valuable in dealing with boys and meeting 
their peculiar needs. <A kindergarten will be opened this fall, and two kinder- 
gartners will share in the parish work. Year by year the need ofa parish 
building asserts itself. The basement of the chapel is the only available place 
for the use of the Sunday School, clubs, guilds and kindergarten. The chapel 
was the gift of two Churchwomen; will not some one else complete the plant 
by the gift of the parish house? The neighborhood is densely populated, and 
the average of intelligence is higher than would be expected. 

St. Barnabas’ and God’s Providence Houses pursue their usual routine 
in caring for homeless women, and nursing and training the children of work- . 
ing mothers. 

During the year the Society and the City Departments of Charities and 
Corrections have come into closer relationship. Many courtesies have been 
shown us by the Commissioners, and larger opportunities for work have been 
offered and accepted. 

The brightest spot on Blackwell’s Island is the Chapel of the Good Shep- 
herd at the almshouse. The daily services have a goodly congregation, and 
the Chaplain and his assistant have brought light and gladness into the lives 
of those whose infirmity, added to their poverty, has kept them within the 
wards. 

The prisoners have been visited, and services held in prison and peni- 
tentiary. The work is now confined to the spiritual ministrations, all appli- 
cations for legal or other aid being referred to the established bureaus of relief. 
Only in the cases of dependent families or of discharged prisoners has the 
Society found it wise to lend a helping hand. 

The hospital chaplains endeavor to see every Protestant within the insti- 
tutions daily. These visits are eagerly looked forward to by many as the only 
bright spots in the days of suffering and dull routine. The number of baptisms 
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and administrations of the Holy Communion tells of the souls led to put on 
Christ and to grow closer to Him through the means that He has ordained. 

Our great hospitals are little worlds. What stories of life could be unfolded, 
what tragedies, could the patients be persuaded to tell of the past. They do 
tell the Chaplain, sure of his sympathy, and knowing that his lips are sealed; 
and the outcome of his knowing is the righting of old wrongs, the reuniting of 
husbands and wives long estranged, and the returning of the prodigals to the 
father’s house. 

For some years the young boy full of mischief and spirits, yet needing for 
a season to get away from the environment and atmosphere of the tenement 

. life, has been the unsolvable problem. We could not place boys over six years 
in oursummer homes. No other home would take them in. 

When the Fresh Air work was opened this spring, it was decided that we 
would care for such boys in a camp established for the purpose. On the 
shore of Long Island Sound, near New Haven, we brought, in parties of fifty, 
nearly two hundred and fifty boys during the season to Camp Bleecker. Bath- 
ing, boating, and fishing under the oversight of some manly young men, 
coupled with the life in tents, made this part of the Fresh Air work deservedly 
popular. Nearby were the cottages for the Fresh Air girls under the super-_ 
vision of the Deaconess in charge of St. Barnabas’ and her assistants. 

At Tenafly, Mr. and Mrs. J. Hull Browning have extended the courtesy of 
the Rethmore Home to the Society for the eleventh year, meeting all the ex- 
pense of maintenance. 

If the contributors to our Fresh Air Fund could watch but one party dur- 
ing their stay at the house, they would go forth as missionaries of the work. 
To see the pale cheek take on its coat of tan, the drooping head become erect, 
the dull eyes brighten as the wholesome food and good air tone up the system, 
is well worth the trouble of the journey to visit the Fresh Air Homes and 
Camp. 

In his last report the Superintendent suggested the splendid opportunity 
the work of the Society gave to graduates of Seminary or Deaconess School to 
receive a practical pastoral training under wise supervision before entering 
upon their parish work. 

This plan is now being carried out at present in a small way, until its 
difficulties, if any, may be seen and met. Students from the General Seminary 
and from St. Faith’s are working with us, and four graduates have been added 
to the staff. 

It would be a benefit to the Church in years to come if some one would 
provide for, annually or by endowment, the modest salaries of a number of 
such graduates. The Society can only employ those it needs to do its work, 
but it could train many others if their support was assured. 

Brethren, we are your representatives in the field of City Missions. We 
are set to do a work that has its own peculiar and important place in the com- 
plete life of the Church in the Diocese. Help us to carry it on. Urge your 
people to support it. It is the work that our Lord Himself did when He was 
upon the earth. 

‘Lord, when saw we Thee a hungered, and fed Thee? or thirsty, and 
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gave Thee drink? Whensaw we Thee a stranger, and took Thee in? or naked, 
and clothed Thee? Or when saw we Thee sick, or in prison, and came unto 
Thee? ... Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the least of these my 
brethren, ye have done it unto Me.”’

The Rey. A. R. Mansfield presented and read the following 
report: 


Weport 


OF THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY 
FOR SEAMEN IN THE CITY AND PORT OF NEW YORK. 


In making this, our yearly report, we, the Board of Managers, present for 
the careful consideration of the friends of the Mission the very satisfactory 
summary of work at our chapels and reading-rooms, showing an attendance of 
over twenty thousand at the services and over two hundred and fifteen thou- 
sand visits to the reading-rooms, while six thousand visits have been made to 
ships, boats and boarding houses; and we believe that an examination in de- 
tail of the reports of the Chaplains, Superintendents, committees and others 
closely connected with the work, will make it quite evident that we have wisely 
expended the funds at our disposal. 

It is an interesting fact that the amount of money deposited by and sent 
home for seamen has increased from $15,000 last year to $41,000 the current 
year, as appears in the report of the Special Policeman. 

We are glad to note that President Roosevelt has effectively intervened in 
urging activity on the part of Revenue Officers in the suppression of boarding 
vessels in the harbor by runners, and that the State Board for licensing sailor 
boarding houses is keeping watch over its seventy-six licensed boarding houses 
with a view to preventing abuses. 

We have received a staunch steam vessel, which was greatly needed by the 
Society, for work among the ships in the harbor and bay. 

The Society’s experimental work at a new post, No. 1 State Street, facing 
the Battery, and in the same building with the shipping office of the British 
Consulate General, where 118,000 seamen were shipped or discharged last year, 
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has proved most satisfactory. Its rooms have been visited by an average of 
more than 100 seamen daily, and many scores of these men have been shipped 
as they desired, without cost or delay, thus realizing in some degree the 
Society’s desire for a free shipping bureau and the abolition of the ‘‘blood 
money’’ tax which has heretofore been taken from seamen by so-called 
“‘Crimps”’ at the rate of at least $500,000 per annum. The expense of this 
reading-room and of offices for Special Policeman and Superintendent, amount- 
ing to $2,000 per annum, seems more than justified, and we hope that con- 
tributions to cover it may be promptly made by any who sympathize with 
this work of relief. 

We thankfully recognize the cordial codperation of the Seamen’s Benefit 
Society, a society of ladies recently organized, the annual statement of whose 
secretary is incorporated in this report. 

It has been very truthfully said that of no class of men is the city so 
oblivious as of seamen; and yet there are now signs, both in the public prints 
and in the utterances of those prominent in position, that a livelier interest is 
being aroused. Is the Episcopal Church willing to be behind in this awaken- 
ing? Can she afford to have our work cut down and crippled for lack of funds? 

Our Treasurer’s report shows that the total cost of the work for the year 
has been $21,646, while the receipts have been only $17,977, leaving a deficit 
of $3,669. 

If we are to keep alive and extend our work as we should, we must have 
more money wherewith to do it. 

Apparently there is dawning upon us a day richer in opportunity than any 
before. Shall we or shall we not let it pass unimproved? Friends of the sea- 
man who have given time, money and self for him, you will never regret it; 
surely not when you too shall be ‘crossing the bar.”

The Rev. Dr. Hopson presented and read the following report: 
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Weport 
OF ST. STEPHEN’S COLLEGE. 


The Trustees of St. Stephen’s College beg to present to the Convention of 
the Diocese of New York their annual report. 

At the Commencement in June the Rev. Lawrence T. Cole, Ph.D., resigned 
the Wardenship of the College, in order to accept his election to the Rectorship 
of Trinity School, New York. During his four years of service Dr. Cole has 
labored faithfully to maintain and improve the College plant, its buildings, 
grounds, and equipments; to enlarge its curriculum and adapt it to modern 
methods, and to elevate the spiritual tone of its students. His attractive per- 
sonality and the generous hospitality of himself and his family will be pleas- 
antly remembered by those who were privileged to enjoy them. Our best 
wishes for his success accompany him to his new field of labor. 

The Rev. Dr. Hopson was appointed Acting Warden until such time as a 
new Warden might be chosen. 

Professor Yardley having resigned the Chair of English and History to 
accept the position of Assistant Professor of English in Trinity College, Mr. 
Edwin C. Upton was selected to take his place. Mr. Upton is a graduate of the 
University of Maine, where he taught for three years. He subsequently 
studied for a year in the Harvard Graduate School, and another year in the 
Columbia Graduate School, where he received the degree of M.A. For a year 
and a half he has been teaching in Columbia University, as assistant to Pro- 
fessor Carpenter in the department of English. 

The temporary appointment of Professor Pfeiffer having expired, Mr. 
Robert G. Robb was chosen to fill the Chair of Mathematics and Physics. Mr. 
Robb is a Bachelor of Science and Master of Arts of the University of Virginia, 
and has had several years of experience in the work of instruction. 

We have ten new students this year. Several others applied, but had not 
made sufficient preparation to enable them to be admitted to the Freshman 
Class. The entire number is the same that it was last year. They are, as a 
rule, young men of good ability, earnest purpose, and eager desire to improve 
the opportunities afforded them. Gro. B. Hopson,

OF THE COMMITTEE ON A BISHOP COADJUTOR. 


The Committee appointed at the meeting of the Diocesan Convention held 
September 25, 1902, to act upon the matter of a Bishop Coadjutor, present the 
following report: : 

Your Committee is of the opinion that it is desirable to proceed to the 
election of a Bishop Coadjutor for this Diocese, and as it has been found inex- 
pedient to hold a special Convention for the purpose of such election, it is 
respectfully recommended that the election proceed at this Convention. 

At a meeting held on the 30th day of September, 1903, a resolution was 
adopted instructing the Chairman to present the following preamble and 
resolution to the Convention: ‘ 


Whereas, The Right Reverend the Bishop of New York, in addressing this 
Convention September last, pointed out that with the year 1903 he would com- 
plete an Episcopate of twenty years, and indicated methods by which the 
Diocese might secure to itself such more adequate Episcopal services as he 
might not himself hereafter be able to furnish; and 


Whereas, The Right Reverend the Diocesan, in his Convention address of 
this day, while carefully refraining from any official expression of a preference 
as to the mode by which the present Diocese of New York should secure more 
or more efficient Episcopal services, does yet declare, ‘‘If the Diocese adopt as 
the mode of relief the election of a Coadjutor, I beg to say that I hereby con- | 
sent to the election of a Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocese of New York;’’ and 
thereupon proceeds to state the duties he will assign to such Bishop Coadju- 
tor, duly elected and consecrated, in accordance with Title I.,Canon 19, Section 
5 of the Digest; therefore, 


Resolved, That this Convention deems the election of a Bishop Coadjutor 
of the Diocese of New York the necessary provision at this time for more ade- 
quate Episcopal services in this Diocese than can, owing to advancing years, 
be furnished by the Bishop of the Diocese.

OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE PAROCHIAL FUND OF THE PROTES- 
TANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH IN THE DIOCESE OF NEW YORK. 


The Trustees of the Parochial Fund respectfully report that three meet- 
ings of the Board have been held during the Conventional year. The prop- 
erty 575 West 145th Street, which was taken under the foreclosure of a mort- 
gage of $30,000, and which represents an investment including the costs of the 
foreclosure proceedings of $31,286.19, has not been sold. In view of the in- 
creasing value of real estate from the transit facilities now in progress, it has 
not seemed expedient to sacrifice the property by a forced sale. 

The property, which was held by this Corporation at Millbrook, N. Y., 
for the use of Grace Church at Millbrook, has been conveyed to the Church by 
order of the Supreme Court made on the application of Grace Church and the 
Rev. J.C.S.Weills, by whom the property had been originally conveyed to this 
Corporation for the purpose of erecting a Rectory upon it, and another loca- 
tion having been considered more desirable by the authorities of the Parish. 

The Trustees have much pleasure in placing on record the fact that every 
application for assistance from the Board during the past Conventional year 
has been willingly granted. The fund is guarded by such rules that only the 
most worthy and deserving may secure assistance; yet the Trustees could use 
very much more than the income now at their disposal. The Parochial Fund 
is therefore earnestly commended to those who may be seeking a worthy object 
for bequest and endowment. 

The terms of office of Mr. Andrew C. Zabriskie and Mr. William Pierson 
Hamilton will expire on October 1, 1903. 

Two persons should be elected by the Convention to succeed them.

Report 
OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE ON THE DIOCESAN FUND. 


The Standing Committee on the Diocesan Fund respectfully recommends 
to the Convention the adoption of the following resolutions, viz.: 


Resolved, 1. That there be paid to the Clergy attending the Convention 
who reside more than twenty miles from the place of meeting, and whose 
parishes have contributed to the Fund as required by the Canon, ten cents for 
every mile of the distance from their respective parishes, and that the remain- 
der be appropriated to paying for the printing of the Journal of the Conven- 
tion, and the canonical, customary, and prescribed expenses of the Diocese. 

Resolved, 2. That the contribution to be required, according to Canon 
XVI. of the Diocese, from every congregation of the Diocese to the Diocesan 
Fund for the Conventional year 1903-1904 be one per cent., on the amount of 
the salary of its clergyman. 

Resolved, 3. That the Treasurer be authorized to spend $100 for inciden- 
tal expenses.

The following report was then read: 
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Report 
OF THE NEW YORK BRANCH OF THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY. 


The past year has been one of peculiar privileges to the New York Branch 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary, whose Annual Report is again presented. 

Those privileges have been the Missionary Week, with which the year be- 
gan, and the opportunities for seeing and hearing missionaries from near and 
distant fields, particularly the women workers from Africa, China, Alaska and 
the Lemhi Indians. From these missionaries, Bishops, other clergy and wo- 
men, a fresh impetus has been given to the work of the Auxiliary, shown in 
larger and increased offerings. The Missionary Exhibit, placed in the hands 
of the Auxiliary by the Executive Committee of the Conference, attained its 
object in bringing together many who were heretofore ignorant of Missions, 
and in practically illustrating the industries of the negroes in the South and in 
Africa, as well as the industries in our new possessions in Porto Rico, Hawaii 
and the Philippine Islands. The Conference Committee allowed $700 for the 
expenses of this Exhibit. The economy of the Chairman, Miss Tomes, enabled 
the Treasurer, Miss Gilbert, to return nearly one half of this sum to Mr. Pierre- 
pont, who sent her a letter of congratulation. One of the chief addresses at 
the well-attended Annual or Bishop’s meeting, was made by Bishop Brewer of 
Montana on the Apportionment Plan. That the New York Auxiliary has 
made an effort to adopt that plan, may be inferred from the increased offerings 
from all the Standing Committees, for the general work, viz.: 

The Domestic Committee said they would try to raise $3,000 for the salary 
of a Bishop in the Domestic field. It was not all given, but their total cash re- 
ceipts were $4,203.53 against $2,997.83 of last year; besides a large number of 
valuable boxes. 

The Foreign Committee made a pledge to raise $3,000 for the salaries of 
four women; $2,810.06 of that sum was given. The total money receipts were 
$10,873.51, being $1,646 more than last year, besides 7 boxes valued at 
$258.68. 

The Niobrara League worked hard to relieve the burdens of Bishop Hare. 
Their gifts amounted to $8,120.87, being $915.53 in excess of the previous year, 
besides many boxes. 

The St. Augustine’s League, for work among the negroes of the South, 
while not realizing all they hoped for, from the Good Friday Offerings, still 
shows a slight increase in receipts, the total being $7,325.88 for the year, ex- 
clusive of boxes. This does not include the $5,000 for the Memorial Chapel to 
the late Mrs. Francis Delafield, at Lawrenceville, Va., for the use of St. Paul’s 
Industrial School, under Archdeacon Russell. The Chairman of the League, 
Mrs. Cleveland, is the Treasurer of this fund, but a large part of it has been 
given by Mrs. Delafield’s friends not connected with the Auxiliary. In June, 
$4,500 had been paid in, and numerous interior furnishings have been promised. 
Ground was broken on St. James’ Day, July 25th. The students are doing much 
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of the work on the chapel, and the bricks and lumber are manufactured by 
them; thus it is a double charity, as it gives employment to the students and 
increases the income of the school. 

The Juniors, an important part of the Auxiliary, have raised $2,173.50 in 
money, and have sent 65 boxes, valued at $2,027.47. . 

Mrs. Crosby, the Treasurer of the Executive Board, reports that many of 
the parishes have contributed to the central expenses, such as printing annual 
reports, postals, Annual Meetings, etc., a sufficient amount, leaving a balance 
in the Treasury; also that the offerings at the Annual Meeting were $365.30, 
besides $30 taken from the alms boxes at the Exhibit. 

A helpful Quiet Day was held in the Church of the Heavenly Rest in 
March; conducted by the Rev. Dr. Lloyd. There was a large attendance 
throughout the day. Every possible arrangement was made by the Rector 
and the Auxiliary Branch to make this day a memorable one. The offerings 
were $255. 

The President called a Conference of Parish Presidents at the See House, 
after Easter. Such meetings would benefit the workers and the work. 

The Diocesan Treasurer of the United Offering, Mrs. Soule, besides holding 
a Conference of the Parish Treasurers, made many visits to city and out-of- 
town parishes, everywhere receiving the support of the Clergy and the women. 

There are now about eighty-seven Parish Treasurers for thé United Offer- 
ing, and a larger amount of money paid in than at the end of the second year 
before the Convention in 1901. We confidently expect to take a larger sum to 
Boston than we did to San Francisco (over $13,000) and to accomplish this, we 
appeal to the Rectors to make it better known. 

All Souls’ Church, Rev. Dr. McConnell, Rector, organized a branch of the 
Auxiliary in December, which has done a splendid work, considering that there 
were no organized societies in that parish. . 

In May, a new branch was started at Cold Spring-on-Hudson, Rev. E. 
Floyd-Jones, Rector, which promises to be a good working society. 

The Dutchess Archdeaconry has accepted the Constitution, and has sent 
a representative to the Executive Board. Fourteen of its twenty-nine par- 
ishes, however, have belonged to the Auxiliary. 

According to the Diocesan Journal, there are over two hundred and forty 
Churches and Chapels in this Diocese; but one hundred and one were repre- 
sented in the Auxiliary. We appeal to the Rectors again, to aid us by sending 
their women to the Annual Meeting, December 2d., and to the monthly 
meetings at the See House, to hear the missionaries tell of their needs, which 
are many. The Delegates, of whom there should be at least two from every 
parish, are very important factors in creating and sustaining interest in Mis- 
sions; let us have, as such, your best women. 

Since the Bishop has removed his office from the See House, it has been 
accepted by the Auxiliary of the Diocese as its future head-quarters, where all 
the meetings will be held, except those of the Niobrara League, and where the 
President can be found every Wednesday morning from ten to twelve o’clock, 
from November until May. 

This Auxiliary has lost a valued officer in the death of Mrs. Geo. D. Bley-- 
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thing. She was one of its original members. She possessed much wisdom, 
gentleness and forcefulness, and we shall miss her presence and her counsel. 

These bare facts give no idea of the prayers and the love that have gone 
forth with the gifts, nor of the reflex benefit to the givers. We cannot attach 
too much importance to the Prayer League, as a means to success in Missions. 
“‘What ye ask for, believing, ye shall receive.”

The Rev. Dr. Ashton presented and read the following report: 


Report 


OF COMMITTEE ON ST. STEPHEN’S COLLEGE AND ITS RELATION 
TO THE DIOCESE. 


The members of the Committee appointed by the Bishop in accordance 
with a resolution of the Convention, 1901, ‘‘to investigate the present condi- 
tion of St. Stephen’s College, especially with regard to the changes and im- 
provements lately made in the standards and work of the College, and 
also upon the relation and responsibility of the Diocese of New York to the 
College,” * unanimously and respectfully report: 

The Diocese of New York is undoubtedly and without question responsi- 
ble for the original establishment of the College. 

In 1856, Bishop Horatio Potter said in his Convention Address: ‘‘One of 
the urgent wants of this Diocese is a Church Training School,to take charge of 
hopeful youth from a very early age, and, by faithful intellectual and religious 
culture, to prepare them for the work of the Holy Ministry.”’+ 

In 1857, the Society for Promoting Religion and Learning reported: ‘‘And

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among their further suggestions, they would venture to renew that made by 
them in their last annual Report, on a Diocesan Training School, endowed and 
ecclesiastically recognized and governed, to which the Society might confi- 
dently remand such of their applicants, now assigned to the charge and super- 
intendence of individual Clergy, as being, through the want of classical attain- 
ments or other causes, disqualified for entrance on the full Seminary course.” * 

In 1859 the Convention resolved: ‘‘That this Convention recognizes the 
Training School and College at Annandale as a Diocesan Institution, and 
worthy of the confidence and patronage of Churchmen, and that the Trustees 
of said Training School and College be requested to make an annual report 
to the Bishop and Convention of this Diocese, to be read and entered on the 
Journal of the Convention.”’ Tf 

Moreover, the Diocese and College were brought into intimate and per- 
manent organic relation by the fact that ‘the Aeting Bishop of the Diocese in 
which the College is situated, and one of the members of the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Diocese, to be designated from time to time by the said Commit- 
tee,”’ have always been members of the Board of Trustees of the College, in 
accordance with the ‘‘Plan’’ passed in 1859.{ 

It is self-evident, therefore, that the College was founded by the Diocese 
and that the duty of maintaining the College is primarily ea upon the 
Diocese. 

Ever since the foundation of the College the Society for the Promotion of 
Religion and Learning has made most generous appropriations for its mainte- 
nance, and the Superintendent and Treasurer of the Society have always been 
members of the Board of Trustees of the College. This is a provision of the 
Charter. § 

These gifts, however, do not relieve the Diocese of any of its obligations. 

The College, originally limited to candidates for Holy Orders and to men 
somewhat advanced in life intending to enter the Ministry, has been enabled by 
various benefactions to open its doors to every young man who desires to ob- 
tain a thorough college education, under Church influences. It is, in fact, the 
only distinctly Church College within the diocese. Besides this, it is the only 
Church College in the country to which persons of moderate means can send 
their sons, without incurring financial obligations to friends or societies. 

The August number of the official organ of a neighboring Diocese says: 
“St. Stephen’s graduates are found in almost every Diocese, one in every 
twenty-five of the entire Clergy of the United States. On a careful estimate 
these men care for one-twentieth of all the communicants of the Church. It 
may be therefore seen what the College has already accomplished in fulfilling 
the hopes of its founders.”’ | 

But to maintain and insure its usefulness, the College needs additional 
funds. Not mentioning what the plain duty of the diocese is, we declare most 
emphatically that we know of no nobler and no more worthy institution to

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which the wealthy and generous can make liberal contributions and endow- 
ments. . 

Many and radical changes have been recently made under the adminis- 
tration of the Rev. L. T. Cole, Ph.D., changes, it is believed, which will re- 
sult in the improved efficiency and increased prosperity of the College. 

The Preparatory Department has been abolished. The ‘‘Special Course’’ 
for candidates for Holy Orders has been withdrawn by the Trustees; and in its 
place an opportunity is offered for men who are older than the ordinary Col- © 
lege student to elect whatever subjects they need to complete their preparation 
for technical work. The College Curriculum has been improved and enlarged 
by Dr. Cole. The improvement consists mainly in changes in method, text- 
books, and increased number of courses; especially in English, Chemistry, 
Philosophy and Modern Languages. A greater increase will follow both in 
volume and efficiency when the necessary means are secured. 

The work done in St. Stephen’s is fully equal to that of the best of the so- 
called smaller colleges of the country. It is comprehensive, thorough, and 
Christian. 

In conclusion, in view of the great need at the present time of good Church 
colleges fitted to impart a thorough classical and scientific education at a mini- 
mum of cost, we recommend the adoption of the following resolution : 

RESOLVED: ST. STHPHEN’S COLLEGE, BY ITS HISTORY, ITS PAST WORK, AND 
ITS OBJECT, IS ENTITLED TO MOST GENEROUS SUPPORT BY THE DIOCESE, AND 
ALSO BY MEMBERS OF THE CHURCH AT LARGE.

The Chair declared that the Rev. David H. Greer, D.D., having 
received a majority of both orders, was duly elected. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Grosvenor the following resolution 
was adopted:

On motion the President of the Standing Committee was 
authorized to take all necessary .measures to procure the Consecra- 
tion of the Bishpp Coadjutor, in case the Rev. Dr. Greer accepts 
the election. 


The Committee appointed to notify Dr. Greer reported that Dr. 
Greer would appear before the Convention to-morrow morning. 


On motion the Convention adjourned till Thursday at 10 A.M. . 
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SECOND DAY. 


TuHursDAY, October 1, 1903. 


The Convention met pursuant to adjournment. 


Morning Prayer was said by the Bishop of the Diocese, assisted 
‘by the Rev. D. Parker Morgan, D.D., the Rev. J. Selden Spencer, 
D.D., the Rev. Thomas R. Harris, D.D., and the Rev. John 
Williams. 


The Bishop of the Diocese took the chair, and the minutes of 
the preceding day were read and approved. 


On motion, the calling of the roll of delegates was omitted, 
and the delegates present to-day but not present yesterday were 
requested to send their names to the Secretary. 


The Bishop then instructed the Committee, appointed to wait 
upon Dr. Greer and to inform him of his election, to escort the 
Bishop Coadjutor-elect to the platform, and the Convention re- 
eeivéd him standing and remained standing, while Dr. Greer an- 
nounced his acceptance, as follows: 


IT am too much impressed with the solemnity of this occasion to use the 
ordinary language of conventional courtesy to thank you for what you have 
done. 

Ido not at all regard it in the light of honor and compliment. It is far 
above all that. It is a great and sacred trust to which you have seen fit to 
summon me. 

I think I may say what many of you know, I did not seek it. I rather 
shrank from it. I was happy and contented in my field of work, and hoped 
that in that field I could fill up the full measure of my usefulness to God and 
my fellow men, and it breaks my heart to leave it. But you have called me. 

One thing, however, you could not and cannot, and, I am sure, would not, 
compel me to do. You could not compel me to be the Bishop of any party or 
school of thought in this Diocese or in the Church at large. I recognize the 
fact that beneath the surface, however diversified that surface may be, there 
is a deep and loyal devotion to our common Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ. 

There is no name that can so touch and sway our hearts as that name. 
‘That name is the one that I shall recognize and that personality is the one 
that I shall try to serve. 

There are only two things for me to say in conclusion. One is that it 
- would be a great privilege to stand by the side of our worthy and noble Bishop, 
who has for a score of years borne the burden of this arduous responsibility 
and work, and who has attained the highest reputation and character, not only 
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throughout this Diocese, but throughout the Church, and who has discharged 
his duties in such a faithful and conscientious manner and with such states- 
manlike ability. 

The only other thing I have to say, gentlemen, is this: I cannot but rec- 
ognize it as the call of God, and whatever it may involve to me personally, as. 
such, with such power as God has given me and such help as you can furnish 
and supply, I will, if your choice should be confirmed by the Church at large, 
accept the responsibility and devote myself to the work of that high office. 


After these words by Dr. Greer, the Convention united in sing- 
ing the Doxology, “ Praise God, from whom all blessings flow.” 


The Secretary then read the testimonial for the Consecration 
of the Bishop Coadjutor, and it was signed by a constitutional 
majority of the Clergy and Lay Delegates composing the Con- 
vention.* 


On motion of Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan the following resolutions 
were adopted : 


Resolved, That the salary of the Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocese be fixed 
at $10,000, to date from his consecration, together with a suitable residence. 

Resolved, That it be referred to the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, with 
power to provide, from the income of the fund or from gifts, pledges or assess- 
ments, the sum necessary to meet the obligations of the Diocese to its Bishops. 


Rev. Dr. Batten presented report of Committee on Readjust- 
ment of Diocesan Lines, and moved for adoption of the resolutions 
appended thereto. 


The Committee of Conference on the Readjustment of Diocesan Lines 
begs leave to submit the following report: 

This Committee was given power to correspond with the authorities of 
other Dioceses in the State to ascertain whether any concerted action in the 
readjustment of Diocesan Lines was possible or desirable. 

Any concerted act’'on was deemed impossible, and therefore no corre- 
spondence was undertaken with the authorities of any other Diocese. 

The Committee then took up the consideration of the main question 
submitted to it, whether a division of the present Diocese was expedient. 
This question the Committee weighed very carefully, deeming the matter to 
be of great importance to the welfare of the Diocese. 

That the present Diocesan, after twenty years of faithful service, should

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be given relief, and that provision should be made for a closer Episcopal super- 
vision of the many interests of this great Diocese, are too evident to need 
argument. But the needed relief could not be given most expeditiously by 
the division of the Diocese. Whether a division may become expedient in 
the future can safely be left for future determination. For the present it is 
the judgment of your Committee that a division of the present Diocese of 
New York is not expedient. 

Resolved, That this report be accepted, and the Committee be discharged.

MINORITY REPORT. 


The undersigned, members of the Committee on the Readjustment of 
Diocesan Lines, finding themselves unable to concur in the conclusions reached 
by their associates, ask leave briefly to express their views and to move a sub- 
stitute for the Resolution of the Committee. 

It appears from the official statistics of the Diocese of New York, that 
the Diocese at present numbers 391 clergy, 246 churches and chapels, and 
73,074 communicants. These figures are far in advance of those attained 
by any other Diocese in the Church, and of themselves suggest that the time 
has come for a divisional movement. Moreover, it appears from a study of 
our statistics, as these are tabulated in the Convention Journal, that a new 
diocese, made up of so much of the present Diocese of New York as lies be- 
yond the city limits, would in point of number of communicants, number of 
clergy, and number of parishes and missions, rank twelfth in our list of sixty 
Dioceses. 

The undersigned conceive that when any geographical fraction of the 
Church’s area has attained this measure of ecclesiastical strength, it is simply 
a matter of common duty that it should seek the status of a Diocese. It is 
not so much a question of what individual parishes prefer, as it is a question 
of what an aggregate of clergy and communicants owe to the rest of the 
Church. 
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The undersigned have no wish to minimize the financial difficulties that 
might attend the erection of a new Diocese, in connection with the mainte- 
nance of the Episcopate and the support of missionary work in the rural dis- 
‘tricts. They are convinced, however, that the ultimate gain that would 
accrue to the portion of territory set off, from an increase of Episcopal over- 
sight, would far outweigh in importance any temporary embarrassment. which 
division might entail. 

They recommend the passage of the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the deputies to the General Convention be instructed, 
after a divisional line shall have been agreed upon by this body, to take such 
preliminary steps as the Constitution requires to secure a division of the 
Diocese of New York.

Owing to the pressure of other business the Rev. Dr. Thomas 
moved that the reports of the Archdeacons be not read; but that 
they be printed in the journal, which was adopted. 


Weport 
OF THE ARCHDEACON OF ORANGE. 


Since our last meeting, the note of encouragement in the Mission field 
of the Archdeaconry of Orange has been sounded by the successful completion 
of the Chapel of St. Andrew at Montgomery, Orange County. The opening 
service was held on the 17th of July, on which occasion the Archdeacon pre- 
sided, and preached the Sermon. Addresses were also made by the Rev. 
Dr. Lewis, Missionary in Charge, the Rev. Henry Barker of Rosendale, and 
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the Rev. Francis Washburn of Newburgh. On September 16th, 1900, ser- 
vices were begun at Montgomery in the Grand Army Hall, and have been 
continued regularly on Sunday afternoons by Dr. Lewis since that date. 
Soon a building fund was started which steadily increased by contributions 
of the people of Montgomery, and from friends outside. One lady, Mrs. 
Retta B. Collins, gave five hundred dollars towards the work as a memorial 
to her deceased husband. ; 

Among the gifts presented and secured through the efforts of the Mission- 
ary may be mentioned sums of money from several New York Rectors; the 
altar, reredos, chancel rails, Bishop’s chair, lectern, pulpit, bell, and Sunday- 
school seats from the Rector and Vestry of Grace Church, Millbrook, Dutchess 
County; the brass altar cross, vases, and the sterling silver Communion ves- 
sels, in memoriam, from the Rev. Dr. George C. Houghton, Rector of the 
Church of the Transfiguration, New York; a Bible for the lectern from the 
Rev. Dr. Octavius Applegate; a service book from the Rev. John Huske; 
a font from the Chapel of the Epiphany, New York; altar linen from St. 
James’ Guild, Goshen, N. Y., and several other articles from individuals and 
business firms. To the earnest, perservering and consecrated efforts of Dr. 
Lewis the building of this chapel is due. It is situated in the midst of an 
intelligent and industrious community, and is at present worked in connec- 
tion with the long-established parish at Walden. 

The summer ministrations at Christ Church, Mead’s Mount, under the 
care of the Rev. W. B. Guion, have elicited more than ordinary interest 
among both guests and permanent population. Three public services each 
Lord’s Day have been maintained, and a Sunday-school of thirty pupils 
gathered in. Two adults and four infants have been baptized, and the Holy 
Communion has been duly administered. One hundred and twenty-three 
pastoral calls have been made among the mountaineers. 

As indicated in my last annual report, the anticipated transfer of the 
property at Greenwood Lake, consisting of a chapel and the small island upon 
which it is situated, has been duly made and an organization effected under 
the title of Rector, Wardens and Vestry of the Church of the Good Shepherd. 
The Rev J. Holmes McGuinness has been elected Rector, and employs a 
Seminarian as lay reader to assist him. The Jay reader is very necessary, 
as Mr. McGuinness is also in charge of Arden, Chester and Monroe. 

The missions at Callicoon and Long Eddy have suffered from vacancies; 
unavoidable, because of the slender support available, but a missionary has 
been employed during five months of the year, and it is earnestly hoped that | 
ere long permanent services may be provided for. During the month of 
August the Rev. William F. Lewis of Peekskill (to.whom the mission owes 
its establishment) has officiated at St. Bartholomew’s Mission, Big Indian, 
Catskill Mountains. 

At Rifton, Ulster County, the Rev. Thomas Burrows of the Church of the 
Holy Spirit, Rondout, has ministered in St. Thomas’ Chapel during the last 
Conventional year. He has done this in addition to his work at Rondout, 
by driving out on Sunday afternoon and returning to his city charge in time 
for Evening Service. 
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The resignation of the Rev. Charles A. Tibbals, missionary at Marl- 
borough and Milton, will take effect on October 1, 1903. 

The station at New Paltz has been served during the summer by a lay 
reader, under the direction of the Rev. C. M. Hall of Holy Cross, Kingston, 
who also most kindly went out at stated intervals to administer the Holy 
Communion. New Paltz is important because of the State Normal School 
located there, and arrangements are now in progress for the maintenance 
of ministrations during the autumn and winter. 

It is with pleasure I record the completion of the Delafield Memorial 
Parish House at High Falls, Ulster County, to which reference was made in 
my last report. This is an improvement to the plant of the greatest practical 
value, and its usefulness is deeply appreciated by the devoted Missionary, 
the Rev. W. J. C. Agnew, who has now completed thirteen years of splendid 
service in that difficult field. 

Reports from all other missions and parishes clearly show the results of 
' patient, hopeful and brave service on the part of your missionaries.

Weport 
OF THE ARCHDEACON OF WESTCHESTER. 


The Archdeaconry of Westchester has been writing this year her part 
of the history of Diocesan Missions, and finds the annals bright and inspiring. 
On January 29th a Jubilee Celebration was held, to recall fift yyears of work 
in our three counties of Westchester, Putnam and Rockland. This had been 
accomplished by three bodies, the Clerical Association, the Southern Mission- 
ary Convocation, and the Archdeaconry of Westchester. The Bishop, to our 
regret, could not be present. The Archdeacon celebrated the Holy Commu- 
nion, assisted by the Secretary of the Convention, and some of the elder clergy, 
the Rev. J. Selden Spencer preaching the sermon. At a meeting in the after- 
noon an admirable historic paper was read by the Rev. William Samuel 
Coffey, Rector of St. Paul’s, Eastchester. Too warm praise cannot be given 
to Mr. Coffey for this comprehensive sketch; for, while it told the story of 
our missions for half a century, requiring two full years of painstaking re- 
search in its preparation, it is a most helpful contribution to the history of our 
part of the Diocese. The Archdeaconry, with the codperation of the Southern 
Missionary Convocation, has taken order for its publication. Another notable 
event transpired in the fifteenth anniversary of the Ministry of Assistant 
Minister, Rector and Rector Emeritus of the Rev. J. Selden Spencer. The 
7th of May last was given up to the celebration in Christ Church, Tarrytown, 
and the parish and town vied with each other in doing honor to Mr. Spencer. 
We are glad to add that Hobart College sounded the last great note of this 
remarkable celebration, by conferring on this priest the degree of Doctor of 
Sacred Theology. 

Within ten days, St. John’s, Pleasantville, had its Jubilee to commemo- 
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rate the incorporation of the church, on Sept. 20th, 1853. The Archdeacon 
had the honor and privilege of celebrating and preaching on that Sunday, 
after an interesting historic paper had been read by the Rector, Rev. 'S. F. 
Holmes. These three Jubilees are reported here because they recount the 
work done in the Archdeaconry for fifty years, and the men who did it con- 
tributed to the growth and progress of the Church in that time; giving us 
our fair heritage to-day in the Archdeaconry of more than fifty churches and 
missions, _ 

Our year has been encouraging and hopeful. We have no debt, and meet 
obligations each quarter promptly. We are reaching out into new fields, 
and have been able to enter upon them, while giving added assistance to the 
old ones. We have been fortunate in having our workers stand in their lot. 
There are three of them who are veterans in the cause, and whose years and 
labors entitle them to rest, and respite from active duty. But they have no 
such mind. We have felt, however, that they need help, that a larger work 
may be attained. This we are giving in offering assistants, who will work 
under their guidance and profit by their experience. 

At Elmsford, Rev. J. O. Davis has kept up the interest in the Mission, 
though the community shows no sign of growth. 

At Lewisboro, Rev. C. M. Selleck reports added strength, and continuing 
improvements of Church property, both at St. John’s and South Salem. In 
January next this Missionary, to whom we owe much for faithful service, 
spiritual and material, will have completed twenty years of work. Just 
now they are expending about seven hundred dollars in grading Church prop- 
erty and glebe at Lewisboro. During Mr. Selleck’s term of service about 
$3,000 of debt has been paid, a new chapel built, and its property leased to the 
Diocese for future use. 

At Harrison, All Saints’ Church, under the Rev. George K. MacNaught, 
has had a bright year. The current expenses met; a large attractive rectory 
about ready for occupancy; a gift of a handsome lot of land adjoining and in 
the rear of the church, with a small endowment fund of about four thousand 
dollars, are notes that give them hope in their parochial life. And the con- 
gregations and Sunday-school attendance cheer them on the spiritual side. 
Rev. Mr. Butler, at Sherwood Park, is diligently working his mission. Pel- 
ham, served by the Rev. C. W. Bolton, grows in vicinage and church, and with 
clerical assistance the parish cannot fail, to develop. Pleasantville, St. 
John’s, under the Rev. S. F. Holmes, reports increase of people, and great 
improvements in God’s House and Acre. Tuckahoe, St. John’s Parish, 
Rev. John W. Buckmaster, Rector, keeps up regular services, and shows 
continuous interest in church and Sunday-school. 

In Putnam County, at Patterson, Rev. W. H. Meldrum Rector and Mis- 
sionary, they are happy this year in a new church consecrated, the gift of a 
faithful woman in the parish. This is a worthy offering from a warm friend 
and worker in this venerable parish, and cannot fail to add to their Church 
growth and influence. Mr. Meldrum has also been able of late, with the help 
of Rev. Mr. Hammarskéld, to minister to a goodly number of Swedes, who 
have come to Patterson. 
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Lake Mahopac, Richardville and West Somers are diligently served by 
Rev. E. D. Sutcliffe, assisted this year by Mr. Folsom, a student from the 
General Theological Seminary. The work in the new mission at West Somers 
prospers. Ground has been broken for the church, and $1,275 contributed to- 
wards its building. In Rockland County, at Haverstraw and Tomkins’ Cove, 
Rev. W. A. Masker keeps up the services regularly, and ministers not a little 
in the surrounding country. At Garnerville, Rev. C. C. Proffitt finds much 
to cheer him. A remarkable class for confirmation, to the number of forty- 
four, shows both the faithfulness of the priest and a spiritual growth in the 
parish. 

Rey. Thomas Stephens, ever faithful and full of zeal, with old-time vigor, 
and the will of the old soldier that he was before ordination, serves Spring 
Valley, New City, Pearl River, the County House and Ladentown in the Hills, 
when the Bishop will let him. Rev. Mr. Howells has efficiently aided Mr. 
Stephens this year, by an arrangement made through our Standing Committee. 
If we say that our present in the Archdeaconry is most cheering and our future 
outlook hopeful, we may express the view of one who loves to be an optimist 
in the Church’s work; but it is also a view amply sustained by results during 
the year. And this is largely due to the wise counsel, the sympathetic 
coéperation and able administration of our honored Bishop. The best gift 
we can offer him will be an assurance that the Missions of the Diocese thrive 
and prosper, while we pledge him that they shall not lack our interest, our 
prayers and our support.

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Weport 
OF THE ARCHDEACON OF RICHMOND. 


The general report of the Archdeaconry is of the most encouraging 
character. As shown by the reports of the ministers and lay readers in 
charge, the work has been carried on most faithfully, and with gratifying 
success. In three of the missions, which are supplied by lay readers, the Holy 
Communion has been administered regularly each month by the Archdeacon, 
and there have been baptisms whenever needed. 

The Rev. Mr. Fair, of St. Stephen’s, Tottenville, reports a favorable 
financial condition, the floating debt of the parish having been greatly re- 
duced by a liberal giving on the part of the people at the Haster offering. 
The choir-room has been enlarged, and it is proposed to increase the seating 
capacity of the church, for which any outside aid will be gratefully received. 

The Rev. Mr. Thompson, of St. Simon’s, Concord, reports continued 
activity, and a marked improvement in the attendance at the services, All 
the parish organizations have done faithful work, and the obligations of the 
parish have been completely paid, so that there is no debt against the church. 
The church building is in need of some repairs, for which any help will be 
gratefully received. 

Mr. Behringer, of the Church of the Holy Comforter, Eltingville, reports. 
a most marked improvement in every department of church work. A vested 
choir of fifteen voices has been organized, the attendance at the church ser- 
vices has greatly increased, the offerings have been most liberal, and every- 
thing indicates an earnest and hearty spirit on the part of the congregation, 
which gives great promise for the future. 

Mr. Burbank, of the Chapel of Our Father, Erastina, in his report, es | 
a growing interest and activity in that mission. There is a prospect of paying 
off a mortgage that has long been a burden to the church, and the offerings 
nearly meet the regular expenses. Too much cannot be said in commenda- 
tion of the zeal and activity, the faithful, earnest work of all the young men 
who are doing the duty of lay readers, and it gives me great pleasure to make 
this public acknowledgment. 

Mr. Stowell, of Trinity Mission, New Dorp, reports a most prosperous 
condition of affairs. In every branch of Church work there is the most en- 
couraging interest and activity, with every prospect of steady growth and 
permanent prosperity. It is a matter of the deepest regret to me that Mr. 
Stowell has not been able to continue his good work at New Dorp, but wher- 
ever he is called, he has the best wishes of us all, for his promising future. 
The work has been carried on since Mr. Stowell’s resignation by Mr. E. R. 
Noble, of the General Seminary, and he seems to have done it most success- 
fully, in every department. 

I take this opportunity to express my obligations to the Rev. Messrs. 
Thompson, Fair and Sloan, who have been most obliging and faithful in 
giving me their help, when from my infirmities or prohibitory weather I have 
been unable to keep my appointments. With their help I have been able 
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to do what I have, in the way of duty, and it is only by the kind help of such 
friends that I can hope to continue to act as Archdeacon, till the Bishop 
releases me from the responsibility.

OF THE ARCHDEACON OF DUTCHESS. 


The Archdeacon of Dutchess gratefully acknowledges the manifest tokens 
of God’s blessing on the missionary work during the past year.

all the parishes and mission stations (Amenia Union excepted) have regularly 
met their financial obligations, and the year has been marked by signs of 
growth and aggressive effort. 

St. Thomas’ Church, Amenia Union, is under the charge of the Rev. 
H. N. Wayne. But little of an encouraging nature can be said of the work 
in this old parish. It is an inland station, five miles distant from the railroad, 
and the population is steadily decreasing. We have here a beautiful church 
in good repair, and a rectory very much in need of repair. So few are the 
members of the church, that it seems that the support of the work and main- 
tenance of the property must be supplied from outside sources. 

The missionary is doing all that can be done in this field. He hold one 
service here every Sunday. 

St. James’ Mission, Dover Plains, also under the care of the Rev. Mr. 
Wayne, gives evidence of great promise. This is a railroad town situated 
on the Harlem Railroad, and here there is growth. 

The members of the mission are thoroughly in earnest, and united in all 
their efforts for the welfare of the Church. They are handicapped greatly 
by the place in which the services are held—the upper rooms of a private 
house—as the place is not large enough to hold all those who would come, 
and this in some measure retards the growth of the mission. This is a matter 
of concern, as the condition of affairs at Dover Plains is most favorable to 
the Church. The members of the mission realize the condition, and are doing 
all in their power. Money has been raised for the purchase of a lot in the 
central part of the village, and as soon ast his property is secured an attempt 
will be made to build a church. Financial aid towards this object, it is 
hoped, may be received from outside sources—if this can be done, it seems 
most probable that Dover will, in no long time, itself become a centre of mis- 
Sionary activity. 

At Glenham—the Rev. J. H. Ivie, missionary—the property has been put 
in good order. The income from the Livingston legacy has become available 
for the work of the mission, thus saving $110 per year to the Archdeaconry. 

At Hopewell Junction—the Rev. D. B. Ray, missionary—the outlook 
is most encouraging. All financial obligations have been met, the mission 
raising this year nearly $500, the largest amount in its history. There have

been 11 baptisms, and 12 persons confirmed since the last report, and there 
has also been a gain in the number of families. The life of the Church is here 
being strengthened in a wise and conservative manner. 

The Church life in the old established parishes of Pleasant Valley, Lithgow 
and Pine Plains has been excellent in view of the fact that there is no growth 
in these towns. The Rev. R. R. Upjohn, who is now in charge of Pleasant 
Valley, reports the attendance at the services most encouraging. He has 
identified himself with the interests of the town, and largely through his in- 
fluence a public library has been established. 

The Rev. H. N. Lawrence, of Pine Plains, holds service and Sunday-school 
in three places outside of Pine Plains, which would otherwise be without any 
religious instruction—Bethel, Attlebury, and Vosburg. In these places and 
the parish church he has baptized 15 during the past year. 

St. Peter’s Church, Lithgow—under the care of the Rev. W. C. Rodgers— 
has received a legacy of $300 by the will of a former parishioner, Mrs. Sackett, 
the income to be used for the maintenance of services. 

Reynoldsville is served by the Rev. W. H. Meldrum, who reports that 
a mission lasting ten days has lately been held there, with very gratifying 
success. 

At Stone House, the school and mission are still cared for by Mr. A. C. 
Burdick, a lay reader, who lives among the people. Too much cannot be 
said of his excellent influence among these people. : 

On the 30th January, 1903, the Archdeacon had the pleasure and privi- 
lege of presiding at the service which marked the opening of Zion Chapel, 
New Hamburgh, and of preaching the sermon. This work is the result of 
long years of faithful labor on the part of the clergy and laity of Zion Church, 
Wappingers Falls. It is believed to be the first church in this country, built 
to the glory of God and to perpetuate the memory of the martyred President, 
Wm. McKinley. The chapel is supported by the offerings of the people of 
New Hamburgh, assisted by the mother parish, at Wappingers Falls. 

On June 3, 1903, the anniversary of the birth of the Rev. Thomas Gal- 
laudet, D.D., the new ‘‘Gallaudet Home for Deaf Mutes,”’ at New Hamburgh, 
was formally opened by the Archdeacon, assisted by the Rev. Dr. Chamber- 
lain and several of the clergy. It will be remembered that the Home was 
destroyed by fire, about two years ago, and the new building, occupying 
the site of the old one, was made possible by the untiring efforts of Dr. Gal- 
laudet. It is proposed that this date, June 3d, shall be annually observed 
in his memory, as the Home is a monument to his unselfish labors and interest 
in the deaf mutes. 5 ’ 

The Archdeaconry has cause for thankfulness that the financial condition, 
under the efficient management of its treasurer, Mr. H. C. Barker, is such 
that with the supplemented and gratefully appreciated aid received from 
the general fund of the diocese, all stipends have been promptly paid. 

A list of the stations, with the names of the clergy in charge, has been 
sent to the Secretary of the Convention.

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Report 


OF THE ARCHDEACON OF NEW YORK. 


At its last annual meeting of December 2, 1902, the Archdeaconry of 
New York accepted Archdeacon Tiffany’s resignation with regret, and ex- 
pressed, in the form of a Minute prepared by a Committee appointed for the 
purpose, the affectionate regard of his brethren and their appreciation of his 
faithful and fruitful work. This was certainly a fitting recognition of Dr. 
Tiffany’s service, and the Archdeaconry, though still mindful of the loss oc- 
casioned by his retirement, may well be congratulated that for eight years 
it had the benefit of his wise and vigorous administration. 

' The value of the Archdeaconry’s efforts in the interest of Church Ex- 
tension has been abundantly demonstrated during the past year. It would 
be strange if the record had proved otherwise. Indeed, it would be difficult 
to imagine a more promising field than the Bronx for the missionary sower 
who goes forth to sow. With an area twice as large as that of Manhattan, 
and comprising that northern part of the city which alone offers room for 
the overflow of the crowded population below Harlem River without crossing 
to Brooklyn or Staten Island or New Jersey, it is easy to see that the rapidly 
growing Bronx offers the Church unrivalled opportunities. 

One among many impressive reminders of this fact is found at the Chapel 
of the Advocate. That Mission began its existence in a small rented room 
about four years ago with a congregation of nineteen, and an equally 
small Sunday-school. A year ago services were held in a larger rented room. 
But since then the conditions have so changed for the better that the con- 
gregation and the Sunday-school have much increased in numbers. The 
Mission now has 224 communicants, 72 having been added to the list during 
the past year, including 21 candidates confirmed, and the Sunday-school 
comprises 26 officers and teachers, and 368 scholars. 

This large increase has been made possible by the generous action of 
Trinity Parish. Out of a timely appropriation of $30,000 made by that 
parish for building sites for our Archdeaconry Missions, the sum of $13,250 
was expended for the Advocate Mission in the purchase of a choice double 
lot at Washington Avenue and 181st Street, and there during the past year 
a frame dwelling, already on the ground at the time of the purchase, has been 
enlarged and transformed into a combined Chapel and Parish House of attrac- 
tive appearance, at an outlay of about $10,000, including the cost of a large 
organ and other furnishings, and a considerable part of this sum has been 
contributed by the congregation. 

St. Simeon’s Mission, Melrose, has also made encouraging progress, 
though it is still hampered for want of suitable accommodations, as it con- 
tinues to rent and occupy a small house of insufficient space for its needs. 
It now has 150 communicants. Since the last Diocesan Convention an in- 
crease of 75 families has been reported; 25 children and 3 adults have been 
baptized, and 8 candidates have been confirmed. With funds provided by 
Trinity Parish, a lot has been bought for St. Simeon’s congregation, at the 
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corner of Morris Avenue and 165th Street. Stone sufficient for the founda- 
tions of the church edifice has been delivered and paid for, and the sum of 
$3,600 has been raised as part of the sum required for the other larger 
expenses of construction. 

St. David’s,.which is the Mission of the Archdeaconry ministering to 
our colored brethren in the Bronx, has made an excellent record since its 
report of a year ago. This is one of the three Missions which have been 
fortunate enough to obtain building sites out of the appropriation made by 
Trinity Parish. A year ago it occupied a rented room that had formerly 
been a saloon and dance hall. Now it occupies the large and finished erypt 
of the new church edifice that is yet to be built; and though the corner stone 
was not laid until last January, such has been the growth of the Mission since 
it took possession of its new quarters that the list of communicants now 
numbers 185, a class of 34 candidates having been confirmed last spring, while 
23 officers and teachers, and 431 scholars, are on the rolls of the Sunday-school. 

Like the Missions of the Advocate and St. David’s, three others, viz., 
St. George’s, Williamsbridge; St. Stephen’s, Woodlawn; and St. Alban’s, 
High Bridge, are on their own ground. St. George’s congregation still wor- 
ships in the completed crypt of the proposed church edifice, the inner walls 
having been plastered and wainscotted during the past summer. Here, as 
at St. Simeon’s and St. David’s, we are waiting for funds with which to carry 
building plans into effect. St. Stephen’s substantial and admirable church 
edifice was built a few years ago on an eligible site near the southern bound- 
ary of Yonkers. The smaller place of worship known as St. Alban’s, High 
Bridge, was also completed about the same time, but it is now found to be 
inadequate, as it has 91 communicants, 14 of whom were recently confirmed, 
and 130 Sunday-school scholars, together with various guilds; and so it is 
proposed, if funds can be raised for the purpose, to build an addition to the 
Chapel at a cost of $1,500. 

It is an interesting fact that at St. Alban’s, and at the Chapel of the Holy 
Nativity, Bedford Park, the Ministers in charge are Deacons whose work is 
a labor of love, wholly without salary. And besides these two Missions, 
there are four others that are entirely self-supporting, all four occupying 
rented rooms; viz., St. Martha’s, Morris Park Avenue; the Mission of the Holy 
Spirit, Freeman Street; the Atonement, Westchester Avenue and 175th 
Street, and the new Mission of Emmanuel in East 155th Street, the last named 
having been recently established, and already numbering 60 Sunday-school 
scholars, 25 families and 20 communicants, of whom 8 were confirmed some 
months ago. Moreover, four of these six self-supporting Missions have small 
balances in the bank, belonging to their respective building funds, the largest 
of these being that of the Bedford Park congregation,which amounts to $1,100, 
including pledges. And surely no one can doubt that it would be a wise 
investment to help these sturdy pioneer congregations—these forerunners ~ 
of strong parishes—to buy good sites and build suitable houses of worship 
for themselves, and for those who are to come after them. 

Four of these self-supporting Missions, though visited by clergymen 
for celebrations of the Holy Communion and other offices of the Church, 
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are under the immediate direction of four licensed lay-readers, assisted by 
sixteen others on active duty in the Sunday-schools and various organiza- 
tions, and the good results which have been obtained there are largely due 
to these laymen of the Lay Helpers’ Association. Their work, and that of 
others of the same Association who have been codperating with us at other 
Missions of the Archdeaconry, has been given without money and without 
price, and has uniformly been marked by a fine spirit of devotion to a high 
ideal of service. 

Would that they and all who are trying to lay such timely foundations 
as those here mentioned could be cheered by seeing the fulfilment of their 
hope of a general awakening of the churches in Manhattan to this great 
missionary opportunity in the Bronx!

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Referring to the foregoing statement, the Trustees report to the Conven- 
tion, with regret, that church collections for this fund continue to decrease. 
In the year ending with the Convention of 1901, they amounted to $7,313.49; 
1902, they amounted to $6,767.58; 1903, they amounted to $5,683.40. 

The Trustees have decided this year to request all clergymen in the 
Diocese, at the proper time, to arrange for church collections on one of the 
Sundays preceding or following Thanksgiving or Christmas, since attendance 
at church services on these holidays is comparatively small.

The Rev. Mr. Harrower presented the following report: 
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Weport 


OF THE SUNDAY-SCHOOL COMMISSION. 


Before passing to its Report for the year, the Sunday-school Commission 
must record the loss of one of its most devoted and helpful members, the Rev. 
Edward Walpole Warren, D.D., late Rector of St. James’ Church. Dr. Warren 
was especially concerned for the welfare of youth and the progress of true 
education. His loss at this time is deeply felt by those with whom he so 
earnestly labored. 

In presenting its Annual Report, the Sunday-school Commission desires 
to call the attention of the Convention: 

1. To the general growth of interest in the problem of improved Sunday- 
school methods throughout the Church and nation. 

2. To the work so far accomplished, as indicated by our office reports. 

3. To the financial status of the Commission. 

4. To some suggestions for the schools of our own Diocese. 

I. The general growth of interest in the Sunday-school question is shown 
by the fact that since the year 1898, when this Commission was appointed, 
some twenty other Commissions and Institutes have either been newly ap- 
pointed or revived. These have in most cases sought to emphasize the same 
underlying principles on which our Commission was founded, viz., that the 
work of the Sunday-school must be elevated in the grade of its instruction and 
its educational ideals, in order that it may contribute its proper and necessary 
share in building up the Christian character of our civilization. 

Directly consequent upon this wide-spread and deepening conviction 
among Christians and educators, came the organization in Chicago last Feb- 
ruary of the National Religious Association, which, among other objects, seeks 
to emphasize the importance of the Sunday-school as one of the great factors in 
the religious development and education of this nation. Without enlarging 
upon this movement, the Commission wishes to affirm its profound conviction 
that the plans and policy which have governed its work from the first have 
not only been fully justified, but their authority stands to-day unquestioned. 

II. The Work at Present as Indicated by our Reports. 

The office at the Diocesan House, 29 Lafayette Place, has now for nearly 
three years been open for callers, daily from 9.30 a.m. to 5 p.m. Two large 
rooms are occupied with our stock of lesson books and the general exhibit. 
This exhibit is constantly increasing, and now embraces some eight thousand 
samples of Sunday-school books, lessons, maps, models, pictures, and aids 
of every description. There is no other place in the City of New York where 
so full and suggestive an exhibit of school appointments can be found. Other 
Dioceses, e.g., Massachusetts and California, are collecting similar exhibits. 
Several hundred callers have visited the office during the past year, and our 
correspondence is also very large, covering well-nigh all the Dioceses in this 
country and Canada. 

Our reference library is remarkably full and valuable; and a number of 
teachers have from time to time rented from us books for private study. The 
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Chairman and Secretary have spoken during the year at many gatherings and 
conferences, within and outside of our Diocese. 

Pusiications. In June, 1902, the Young Churchman Co. became the 
official publishers of our Lesson Series. 

In addition to the Commission Manuals are several other Source Method 
Courses, covering topics not yet dealt with by the Commission, but which have 
been found temporarily most useful in many schools, and are therefore sug- 
gested by the manager of the supply department to fit in with the Commission 
Manuals. 

These books have had a combined sale of over 55,000 copies, and more 
than 80,000 pictures have been sold for use in primary and junior classes. 
These sales cover parishes in widely remote sections, and we are glad to believe 
that some of the schools using our own manuals are among the most progressive 
and successful schools to be found anywhere. 

Most urgent letters are constantly received asking for manuals and infor- 
mation as to school grading, teacher-training, and proper appointments for 
better educational work. 

We want here to insist upon the fact that we have not as a Commission 
sought to play the part either of infallible advisers or the makers of perfect 
text-books. Whatsoever we have been able to do has been done because we could 
not refuse to do our best when the demand came upon us. And if we have 
in any way aided this movement in the country and the Church at large, we can 
only be grateful, and at the same time confess that our best work has been far 
below what the Church needs and what the Church will some day possess.

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IV. Some Suggestions for the Schools of our own Diocese. 

How to reach the schools of our own Diocese more effectually has been one 
of our chief problems. 

1. Teachers’ Training Classes and Special Conferences will be continued 
this coming season, as they are called for here in the city and vicinity. Cor- 
respondence is solicited for extension classes or conferences from the rectors 
and superintendents of all the Sunday-schools of the Diocese. If sufficient 
number of teachers can be secured in any locality to support a training class 
of ten lessons (admitting fifty teachers or less), we can supply a skilled 
conductor for the course. 

If a school cannot afford this (the cost averaging about $50 per course of 
ten lessons), we can send some one to a monthly gathering of teachers for a 
conference, covering practical and helpful topics of local needs. 

2. But for outside parishes we must propose, if possible, some more di- 
rectly feasible scheme. 

How can the rector and his Sunday-school workers coéperate with the 
Commission in developing the Sunday-school into a more efficient instru- 
mentality? 

(1) Let him acquaint himself with the principles and ideals of the Com- ° 
mission. 

(2) Discuss the actual conditions of his own school with his teachers, 
securing a written report from each teacher in answer to specific questions 
bearing upon his work and drawing out the results of his experience. 

(3) Then a sermon to the people, based on’ the results of their Parish Con- 
ference, bringing the whole question before them as a serious educational and 
religious matter to be dealt with definitely upon its own merits. 

(4) A Teachers’ Club can be organized with a prearranged schedule of 
topics for discussion. 

(5) An effort should be made to secure within each Archdeaconry during 
the coming year a general conference of Sunday-school workers. Arrange- 
ments for such a conference should be begun at least three months in advance 
of its proposed date. 

(6) The Commission asks that the offering of the school on some one Sun- 
day be set apart and devoted to the work of the Commission, and the Second 
Sunday in November is suggested for such offering. 

3. We shall hope to prepare and submit to rectors in the near future some 
practical suggestions for courses of lectures, conducted by themselves or their 
curates, covering some of the subjects implied in the foregoing. The syllabi 
of such courses would form the basis for normal work and examinations, 
with such variation from the submitted questions as might seem best to the 
rector. These courses would be of the most directly practical nature, and 
free from everything technical and out of touch with ordinary thoughtful and 
earnest teachers. The object of such effort would be to secure in due time a 
larger measure of mutual interest throughout our Diocese, and thus realize 
what the Bishop has felt to be necessary, the building-up of a more efficient 
teaching staff. 

The direct value of the above suggestions is apparent, in view of the facts 
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and conditions brought out in two papers read at the Crypt Conference last 
May: one on the ‘‘ Pedagogical Work in the Theological Seminaries of the United 
States,’ based on a questionnaire submitted to the Seminaries, and another on 
“Present Methods of Teacher-Supply and Training in the Diocese of New York,” 
based on a questionnaire submitted to the rectors of the Diocese. This was 
the first attempt made, within our knowledge, to get at any definite statement 
upon these two important subjects. They lie at the very foundation of what- 
ever work the Church is doing, or can do, as a Teaching Church. And it is 
not too much to say that the conditions then brought out are absolutely fatal 
to any true success. It is easy to make sweeping generalizations based on our 
impressions and on our pet theories. But it is quite another thing to form a 
judgment based upon actual reported facts and practices. In the light of 
these as they now exist in this Diocese, our present methods stand condemned | 
as at best ineffective. This, be it remembered, is not altogether the fault of 
the present generation. We simply find ourselves without adequate prepa- 
ration to meet a very important crisis in the matter of the religious education 
of our children and young people. But it is none the less true that the ques- 
tion for us to answer is whether present conditions are to continue without 
some serious effort at correction. The responsibility for methods so lax and 
barren of result begins the moment we have discovered them, and the remedy 
for them can alone come from our own more earnest and intelligent study of 
the matter. 

One of the characteristic features of the present condition is a certain 
helpless confusion of mind that results from the feeling that things are wrong, 
and yet with no real grip upon the problem as a thing to be actually studied 
until a solution has-been wrought out. 

It has been well said that “if a parish can afford to support only one 
educated minister, then that minister should be justas much a teacher as 
he is preacher and pastor. And if he is thus trained for the teaching work of 
the Church, the Sunday-school should be as fully under his oversight as the 
preaching or the pastoral work.’’ But this type of the teacher is not at present 
the product of our seminaries, and the whole problem of religious education is 
therefore thrown into confusion. Let us therefore set before ourselves in this 
Diocese with all the sharper definiteness this distinct question, ‘How can we 
in our respective parishes manage to deal with the Sunday-school more hon- 
estly, and, if I may so express it, with a serious and honorable purpose to make 
it, as a school, worthy a child’s respect?’”’ Let us take the first step for better- 
ment and be sure that little by little a body of trained teachers will be gathered 
and the whole grade of our religious education be gradually brought up to a 
higher standard. For whatever else we may do in the line of parish activity 
will be comparatively valueless unless we lay foundations of a true education. 
Never before in the history of Christianity was there greater need than to-day 
for this teaching-spirit to seize upon and inspire the ministry of the Church.

Resolved, That the Convention approves the purposes-and work of the 
Sunday-school Commission, and hereby urges upon the Rectors of the Diocese 
during the coming year a more earnest codperation with the Commission. 


Rev. Mr. Harrower moved the reappointment of Committee on 
Arrangements for Convention, with power to fill vacancies in its 
number, which was adopted. 


The Rev. Dr. Tiffany presented the following report: 
Report 


OF THE COMMITTEE ON CANONS 


The Committee on Canons, to whom on motion of Mr. Stetson was referred 
the subject of making provision for the relief of a parish in case of the mental 
or other disability of the rector, respectfully recommend the adoption of the 
following Canon, to be numbered XXI., and to be entitled, 

Concerning the Dissolution of the Pastoral Relation by Reason of Dis- 
ability of a Minister. 

Whenever it shall appear to the satisfaction of the Bishop, on competent 
medical testimony, that by reason of incurable mental or physical disability 
a clergyman has become incapable of discharging the duties of his cure, it 
shall be competent for the Bishop, on the application of the Vestry or Trustees 
of the Church, and upon reasonable notice to all the parties concerned, to 
dissolve the pastoral relation between such clergyman and his church. 

Change the numbers of subsequent Canons to correspond. 


On motion of Dr. Tiffany the proposed new Canon was adopted 
by a concurrent vote of both orders. 
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On motion of the Rev. Dr. Tiffany the proposed new Canon 
XIV. was recommitted to the Committee to report next year, and 
the Secretary of Convention was instructed to print the same in 
the Journal. 


PROPOSED NEW CANON XIV. 


RECOMMENDED BY COMMITTEE ON CANONS AND REFERRED TO THE NEXT 
CONVENTION FOR ACTION. 


CANON XIV. 
Of the Establishment and Boundaries of Parishes and M ission Districts. 


Src. 1. The Bishop, with the advice and consent of the Standing Com- 
mittee, may determine, and’ from time to time may alter, the boundaries of 
the parishes and mission districts of this Diocese, and may constitute new 
parishes and mission districts, and may erect mission districts into parishes; 
provided that not less than twenty days’ previous notice of a time and place 
when the Standing Committee will hear any persons interested in the matter 
shall in each case be given to the incumbents of such parishes or mission dis- 
tricts as in the opinion of the Standing Committee may be affected by the 
proposed action. The Bishop’s certificates of the determination or altera- 
tion of the boundaries of parishes or mission districts, of the constitution of 
new parishes or mission districts, and of the erection of mission districts into 
parishes, countersigned by the President of the Standing Committee, shall 
be delivered to the Secretary of the Convention, who shall record the same 
in a book to be kept by him for the purpose, to be called the Diocesan Register 
of Parishes and Mission Districts, and shall furnish a copy thereof, in the case 
of a parish or of a mission district forming part of a parish, to the Rector of 
the parish, who shall cause the same to be recorded in the Book of Minutes 
of the Vestry; or, in the case of a mission district assigned to a chapel or mis- 
sion maintained by the New York Protestant Episcopal City Mission Society, 
to the Society, who shall cause the same to be recorded in its Book of Minutes; 
or, in the case of any other mission district, to the Archdeacon within whose 
jurisdiction the district shall be situated, who shall cause such copy to be 
recorded in the Book of Minutes of his Archdeaconry. 

Src. 2. Wherever a chapel or a mission is maintained by a parish, if it 
be included within the parish boundaries assigned to the parish church, no 
separate district shall be assigned to it; but if it be not included within the 
parish boundaries assigned to the parish church, a separate district shall be 
assigned to it, which shall form part of the parish. 

Src. 3. Where in any town within this Diocese there is but one parish or 
mission, the limits of the town shall constitute the boundaries of the parish or 
mission district, and shall be so certified by the Bishop, unless upon the appli- 
cation of the Rector and Vestry of the parish, or of the Archdeacon in charge 
of the mission district, the Bishop, with the advice and consent of the Stand- 
ing Committee, shall otherwise determine. The boundaries of a parish or 
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mission district may include more than one town or parts of more than one 
town. 

Src. 4. When the boundaries of a parish or of a mission district shall have 
been determined by the Bishop, with the advice and consent of the Standing 
Committee, the territory so bounded, in the case of a parish, including a mis- 
sion district forming part of a parish, shall constitute the parish or cure of the 
Rector thereof; in the case of a mission district assigned to a chapel or mission 
maintained by the New York Protestant Episcopal City Mission Society, 
shall constitute the parochial cure of the Superintendent for the time being of 
that Society; and in the case of any other mission district shall constitute the 
parochial cure of the Archdeacon within whose jurisdiction the mission district 
is situated; and such Rector, Superintendent, or Archdeacon, as the case may 
be, shall be deemed the incumbent of such parish or mission district; pro- 
vided that nothing in this Canon shall be taken to prevent such Rector, Super- 
intendent or Archdeacon from conferring upon the Minister in charge of any 
mission district such authority in respect thereto as he may think fit. 

Sec. 5. In any town or borough in which a parish or a mission district 
shall have been constituted, a new place of worship (unless upon the site of a 
former one) shall not be established, nor shall a new congregation be gathered, 
nor shall a congregation remove from one site or place of worship to another 
site or place of worship, unless and until the Bishop, with the advice and con- 
sent of the Standing Committee, shall have issued his license therefor; pro- 
vided that the Standing Committee shall communicate a copy of the Bishop’s 
proposed license, by mail or otherwise, before they act upon it, to the incum- 
bent of the parish or mission district within which it is intended to establish 
such new place of worship or to which such congregation proposes to remove, 
and to the incumbents of the three parishes or mission districts nearest to 
the site of the proposed church, chapel, or other place of public worship, and 
to the applicant for such license, with not less than twenty-days’ notice of the 
time and place at which the Standing Committee will hear any person inter- 
ested in the matter. 

Src. 6. Tentative missionary work, authorized by the Bishop and the 
Executive Committee of the Archdeaconry in which it is proposed to prosecute 
such work, may be prosecuted at any place they may designate, after confer- 
ence with the incumbents of the three parishes or mission districts whose 
places of worship are nearest to the proposed site; but such work shall not be 
continued more than one year unless with the license of the Bishop, nor shall 
any building for such work be erected unless and until the Bishop, with the 
advice and consent of the Standing Committee, shall have issued his license 
for the establishment of a new place of public worship, or shall have consti- 
tuted a new mission district or a new parish, for the continuance of such work. 

Src. 7. Nothing contained in this Canon shall be taken to restrict the 
power of the Bishop to license private chapels or chapels connected with 
institutions, nor to affect such chapels so licensed. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Tiffany the following proposed 


amendment to Article III. of the Constitution was approved by 
8 
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the Convention, and laid over to the next Convention for final 
action : 


ARTICLE III. 


The Convention shall be composed of the officiating Ministers regularly 
received into this Diocese, and settled in some Church which is in union with 
this Convention; and of Lay Members, consisting of not exceeding three 
Delegates from every such Church to be chosen by the Vestry or Congregation; 
and of Clergymen employed as Missionaries under the direction of this Con- 
vention; and of Clergymen engaged as Professors or Instructors of youth in 
any incorporated College, Academy, or General Seminary of Learning, lo- 
cated within this Diocese; and of Clergymen engaged as Superintendents or 
Chaplains in any incorporated Charitable Institution, located within this 
Diocese. No Clergyman, however, shall have a right toa seat in the Conven- 
tion unless he has been canonically resident in this Diocese for the period of 
six months immediately preceding the meeting of the Convention.

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Two or three matters of general interest, in connection with our 
responsibility, in common with the whole Church in this land, 
demand, primarily, our attention. 

1. And, first of all, is the matter of the missionary apportion- 
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ment for general missions, both foreign and domestic. ‘I'he plan 
proposed in the Board of Missions at its meeting in San Francisco 
in 1901 by the Right Rev. Dr. Brewer, the Missionary Bishop of 
Montana, has, by its results, abundantly vindicated both its wisdom 
and its timeliness. Our theory, up to that time, had been both 
visionary and sentimental; and our practice had pathetically ac- 
corded with it. We were told by eloquent divines whose emotions 
were, often, too much for their dispassionate intelligence, that the 
work of missions was the Lord’s work, and that we must trust to 
Him to move men’s hearts to sustain it; and, meantime, we were 
making pledges to men and women who were to be supported in 
missionary fields, which could only be met by cash payments for 
their subsistence. If Christian men, down town, had introduced 
these visionary and unsubstantial methods into their business, they 
would have met with scant forbearance whether from their cred- 
itors or from the courts—and they would not have deserved for- 
bearance. The new method came, therefore, none too soon; and 
its success is full of inspiration for the future. In order that it 
should have the entire confidence and approval of the Church in 
this Diocese, I felt bound to bring it to your notice a year ago, and 
to ask your action upon it. In accordance with this request, the 
whole matter was referred to a committee, whose names are re- 
corded in the last Journal of Convention (see p. 11) and with whose 
Report you are familiar. This committee revised the list of appor- 
tionments prepared in the office of the Board of Missions, and the 
Rector or Minister of each Cure has been informed of the amount 
regarded as equitably apportioned to his Cure. ‘These apportion- 
ments have been very generally recognized and met; and to those 
at that time still due, I called, a few weeks ago, the attention of 
those in charge of the Cures concerned. I desire, now, to express, 
on behalf of the Board of Managers, and in my own behalf, our 
grateful sense of the cheerful recognition with which this new de- 
parture has been received. And having said this much, I might 
here take leave of this subject if justice to the Diocese of New 
York would allow me to do so. But it will not; and it is due to 
the Clergy and the Church people of this Diocese that I should say 
that neither the apportionment by the Board of Missions, nor the 
payments made on account of that apportionment, represent, in 
any just degree, the money contributed by this Diocese to the cause 
of Missions. ‘The sums collected by individuals, whether laymen, 
laywomen, Bishops, or other Clergy, are rarely reported by them

-to anybody—certainly not to the Heads of Parishes out of which 
they are taken. When I was a presbyter, a certain Missionary 
Bishop, now no longer living, admitted in my hearing that he had 
taken out of New York, in a single year, for his work forty thou- 
sand dollars. But no report of the contributions making this sum 
total was furnished to anybody; and neither to the Diocese nor to 
any Parish or Parishes in the same, was any credit given for this 
contribution nor for any part of it. I must ask that these facts 
be borne in mind when the question of our apportionment in this 
Diocese is discussed. 

2. The last General Convention authorized the use, in connec- 
tion with public worship, of an edition of the Bible with marginal 
readings prepared by a commission of that body appointed at the 
Session of 1898. The recognition of the admirable work of this 
commission has been steadily increasing, and it was a great satis- 
faction to hear it read at the last Commencement of the General 
Theological Seminary. The work of the commission—a body emi- 
nently conservative in its composition—was of a character which 
must commend it to all honest men; and if any hesitate to.approve 
of it for sentimental reasons they will, I am sure, be glad to remind 
themselves that truth is more precious even than childish associa- 
tions! Ishall be happy to present a copy of this edition to any 
Parish whose Minister will use it. 

3. Another matter of common interest to the whole Church has 
been brought to your notice during the past year, in connection | 
with the proposed change in its name. As yet, I have not seen 
anything in the way of argument for such change that has seemed 
to me to demand serious consideration; and I print, as an appendix 
to this Address, considerable extracts from that of the Bishop of 
South Dakota, the Right Rev. Dr. Hare, which contain one of the 
most competent discussions of the whole subject that I have en- 
countered. Happily, we may regard the question as, for the time 
being, sufficiently disposed of; since, unless I have been misin- 
formed, a clear and considerable majority of the Dioceses of this 
Church have expressed themselves, however little enamoured of the 
present title of the Church, as opposed, at present, to any change 
in it. 

But I confess that my difficulty reaches back of that question to 
another which is raised by the action taken in this matter, and 
which, whether it is to be regarded as the action of a particular 
committee, or, as I suppose it is, of the General Convention asa 
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whole, seems to me equally open to criticism. A change in the 
name of this Church would involve a change, e.g., in the VIIIth 
Article of the Constitution. But a change in, or amendment of, 
the Constitution requires, first, action by the General Convention 
approving such change; and then formal communication to the 
several Dioceses; and then adoption by the next subsequent Gen- 
eral Convention. It is desirable, I think, that, in the matter of a 
change of name, our constitutional methods should be adhered to; 
and that, if it is desired, a change of name should first be proposed 
by the General Convention, and then communicated to the several 
Dioceses for approval, or its reverse. If this, the customary and 
constitutional method of procedure in connection with such ques- 
tions, is followed, it at least abviates the probability of changes which 
are the result of a manufactured sentiment; or the avoidance, or 
evasion, by the General Convention of its just and primary respon- 
sibilities. 

IJ. Turning from these questions that concern our common 
interests, let us speak of one or two which are especially our own. 

1. And as first of these, I desire to say a word concerning the 
Cathedral in this Diocese, and its relations to the life of the Church 
throughout the Diocese, and especially in this great city. By the 
provisions of the Charter of the Cathedral the five Archdeacons of 
the Diocese have each a place in its capitular body; and, in the 
absence of the Ordinary, the Archdeacon of New York acts in his 
behalf. An association of women has been created which has called 
into being auxiliary societies in the Parishes throughout the Dio- 
cese, and has undertaken to erect one of the porches of the Cathe- 
dral. During the past year between $360,000 and $400,000 have 
been given or bequeathed for general purposes, and the construc- 
tion of the Choir is now proceeding so far and so fast as the funds 
at our command and the exigencies of the work will permit. A 
few years ago, in order to illustrate certain ideas of Cathedral work, 
and to prevent, also, the extinction of a Mission of honorable tradi- 
tions, I assumed, individually, the charge and support of a Mission 
Church in the lower part of this city, and designated it as the Pro- 
Cathedral. For that purpose the Mission in Stanton Street was 
used until the completion of the Crypt, and until also it became 
plain that particular interest in this part of the Church’s work in 
the lower part of the city had become matter of common misappre- 
hension. The Mission in Stanton Street had come to be called 
‘the Bishop’s pet’’; and, as it was no longer the Pro-Cathedral, 
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and as its work had no stronger claim upon the sympathy of the 
Ordinary than any down-town Church work, whether done by 
Trinity Parish, All Saints’ Church, the Church of the Holy Cross, 
the Chapel of the Holy Comforter, or any other of a similar char- 
acter, it seemed right and wise that it should pass into the custody 
of the City Mission Society, by which corporation it is at present 
administered. It is to be hoped that the Trustees of the Cathedral 
will be willing to designate as Honorary Canons such of the down- 
town Clergy as may be especially engaged in Mission work; and by 
Services in the Cathedral, and by the use of its grounds in summer 
time, for excursions from the more crowded parts of the city, so to 
bind together our work, wherever done in this metropolis, in rela- 
tions which will make the Cathedral a help and refreshment to the 
least favored among us. 

2. ‘he mention of our Missionary Clergy suggests a problem 
in connection with another class of men in Holy Orders, for whom 
our respect must be sincere and affectionate, and whose position, 
nevertheless, in this Convention, needs recognition, and some more 
explicit definition. We have now some half-dozen Rectors Hmer- 
itus (or Rectores Hmeriti) in the Diocese of New York, whose 
seats here could have, so far as I can see, no other warrant than 
courtesy. ‘The Constitution of this Diocese (see Article III.), which 
defines the right toa seat in this body, reads, ‘‘ The Convention 
shall be composed of the officiating Ministers regularly received 
into this Diocese and settled in some Church which is in union 
with the Constitution,’ etc. (see pp. 247 and 248 of the Journal 
of 1902); and Canon II., of our Diocesan Canons depicts the 
method by which these facts are to be determined. It cannot 
truthfully be said that they furnish any warrant for the inclusion 
of the names of these who are fectors Emeritus in the list of 
Clergy entitled to seats in this Convention; and yet I am con- 
strained to say that I have not felt it my duty to instruct our 
Secretary to omit such names from that list. I suppose that I ought 
to have done so; but if you had found him present and voting in a 
Diocesan Convention, could you, if he had had no other claim to a 
seat, have shown our dear friend and brother, the late Rey. Dr. 
Gallaudet, who died Rector Hmeritus of St. Matthew’s Church, the 
door? Because, if you could, you have more nerve than I have! 
And yet, e¢.g., if an Episcopal Election in this Convention should be 
determined by the votes of two, three, or, even one of the Rectors 
Hmeritus, it would be, as our Diocesan law at present stands, an in- 
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valid election. Rectors Emeritus have, of Constitutional or Canoni- 
cal right, no seats here. Do you not think they ought to have 
such seats? And if it be true, as it certainly is true, that the 
Church by no Constitutional or Canonical provision whatever recog- 
nizes any such office or status as that of a Rector Hmeritus, or 
secures to it any recognition, right, or privilege on this floor, is it 
not time that, inthis Diocese at any rate, it did so? I trust that 
at the earliest possible moment this matter may be referred to our 
Committee on Canons, and that unanimous consent may be given to 
the reception, without a day’s delay, of its report. 

3. In addressing you a year ago I pointed out that, with this 
Convention, twenty years would have elapsed since I was called to 
this office, my election having taken place, to be precise, on St. 
Michael’s and All Angels’ Day, September 29, 1883, a fact, by 
the way, to which I beg to say that no further reference can be 
permitted; and I indicated the methods by which the Diocese 
might secure to itself such more adequate Episcopal Service as 
I might not myself be able hereafter to render. In accordance 
with these suggestions, two committees were appointed, one on 
electing a Bishop Coadjutor (the resolutions appointing this com- 
mittee will be found. on page 80 of the Journal of 1902) and the 
other (the resolution with reference to which will be found on 
page 45 of the same Journal) on the readjustment of Diocesan 
lines. These committees are to report to this Convention, and I 
shall be glad if these Reports may be made the order of the day as 
early as practicable, to-morrow. ‘T'o thisend I trust that this after- 
noon’s Session may be protracted until at least 6 P.M. 

As the Convention is aware, I have carefully refrained from any 
official expression of a preference as to the mode by which the pres- 
ent Diocese of New York should secure more, or more efficient, 
Episcopal Service; and this for reasons which are at least intelligi- 
ble. It is for the Convention and the Diocese, which are perma- 
nencies, and not for the Bishop, who is an incident, to decide what 
shall be the policy of a Diocese; and therefore it is for the Con- 
vention, and not for me, to determine whether it shall exscind a 
part of its present jurisdiction, or whether it shall elect a Coadju- 
tor. If it shall adopt the latter mode of relief, in accordance with 
the requirements of Section V. of Canon 19 of Title I. of the 
Digest, which requires that ‘‘ before the election of a Bishop Coad- 
jutor the Bishop of the Diocese shall consent in writing to such 
election, and in such consent he shall state the duties which he 
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thereby assigns to the Bishop Coadjutor when duly elected and 
consecrated ’’ (see Digest, p. 64), I beg to say that I hereby con- 
sent to the election of a Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocess of New 
York, that I hereby resign to him one-half of my salary, and that 
I hereby assign to him all confirmations in the principal Parishes 
in the City of New York, all consecrations of Churches and ordina- 
tions and all administration of discipline. I shall be glad, if I may, 
to retain as my own duty Visitations to rural Churches, the ad- 
mission of candidates for Holy Orders, and of persons in Holy 
Orders of other Dioceses applying to be transferred to this. I may 
add that, should this Convention not elect a Bishop Coadjutor, I 
shall feel at liberty to secure, at my own charges, such Episcopal 
assistance as I may need in a Diocese whose chief city is, and has 
for some time been, growing at the rate of 200,000 a year. 

I would that time permitted me to tell you something of the 
efforts which we have been making, especially in the Archdeaconry 
of New York, to keep pace with this growth. But of this you will 
learn when we sit as a Board of Missions; and for all that you will 
learn there, and for all that in any part of this great Diocese is 
being done towards setting forward the Kingdom of God, we ask 
your prayers and your sympathy. Christ has given us a large task. 
May He give us wisdom and courage with which to persevere in it. 


(From the Annual Address to his Convention of A.D. 1903, of the Bishop 
of South Dakota.) 


There is something in this proposal to change the name of the Church 
which is not wholly foreign to my modes of thought and feeling. There is in 
many hearts, I think, a groping after something better than the endless divi- 
sions which have so seriously taken away from the moral dignity and authority 
of the Church, weakened its power to be a unifying and sanctifying influence 
upon its own members and upon mankind in general, and impaired its power 
to protect and use the sacred truths committed to its care. They feel that 
present conditions in the Christian and in the Heathen world demand that we 
should get clearer conceptions of that institution which is called ‘‘The Catho- 
lic Church ”’; that we should give more importance in our thought and action 
to the fact that a great river of truth and grace, a river of life, issued forth 
from our Lord Jesus Christ, the incarnate Son of God, when He created and 
endowed His Church; that this river is flowing full and rich to-day; and that 
the truth which it carries with it exists distinct from the Biblical record of it. 
At first sight it seems that this movement to change the name of the Church 
gives promise of meeting this want and giving the relief which some are grop- 
ing for. I cannot think, however, that this hope will prove well grounded. 
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On the general subject of The Holy Catholic Church our position is well 
known and unequivocal. We have always stood up before God and man and 
made in the Apostles’ Creed our great confession: ‘‘I believe in The Holy 
Catholic Church.” . . . And notice that our avowal is not merely that 
there 7s a Holy Catholic Church; but that we believe in it. It is to us a super- 
natural creation. It is the body of Christ. We believe that it holds the 
faith once delivered to the saints; that it is the sphere of the special action 
of the Holy Spirit; that it has a right to our allegiance; and that in it we 
shall find, through the power of its Head, if we are faithful, ‘‘the communion 
of saints, the forgiveness of sins and life everlasting.” 


This is our Creed. We have acted accordingly. In practice we have pre- 
served unbroken the continuity of our Church life and protected its trans- 
mission from any possibility of taint or vitiation. We have always unequivo- 
cally declared, too, that we have never broken with, and could not be guilty 
of breaking with, The Holy Catholic Church. We have never baptized into 
any sect, nor into any other name than that of Father, Son and Holy Ghost; 
nor have we imposed sectarian conditions of Church membership. This posi- 
tion we inherited from our mother Church of England, and maintained when 
we became independent, and when we took to ourselves the name ‘‘ Protestant 
Episcopal.’”’ Our being in name “‘ Protestant Episcopal ”’ has in no way inter- 
ferred with this grand avowal of the Creed. The name may have intimated 
that we did not claim to be the whole of The Holy Catholic Church. It may 
have drawn attention, too, to the contests and trials through which The Holy 
Catholic Church has passed in its history, to the fact that these contests have 
sorely divided the Catholic Church, that the Church called ‘‘ Protestant Epis- 
copal ’”’ is only one of the fragments, and also to the fact that in the great 
division which took place in the sixteenth century our Church put itself on the 
Protestant and not on the Roman side of the great line of cleavage; but the 
name has no way belied our grand avowal, “I believe in The Holy Catholic 
Church.”’ 

For one, I am not prepared even to seem to admit, whether by a change 
of name or by any other act, that we have but just waked up and found that 
we are Catholic. 

But while the change of the name of our Church does not seem to me wise, 
what would have been opportune and very useful would have been a move- 
ment judiciously and quietly to enlarge and intensify our people’s conception 
of just what they mean when they stand up and say, ‘‘I believe in The Holy 
Catholic Church,” and an effort to correct the prevalent and very misleading 
habit of applying the word ‘‘Catholic ” without a qualifying adjective, like the 
adjective Roman, to the Church of Rome or any other one branch of the 
Church of God; a movement to make Christians generally know and feel that 
the Church is a sacred organism, that as such it may not be tampered with by 
individual wilfulness, but should be honored and deferred to; an organism in 
which no part (whether calling itself Protestant or Catholic, or Broad, or High, 
or Low, or Roman, or Greek) may safely say to another part, “‘I have no need 
of you’”’; an organism which, because it is the body of Christ, is divinely en- 
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dowed and can communicate to proper persons in sacraments and other means 
of grace divine gifts. Todwell upon truths like these is work vital and fruitful 
and peaceable. Merely to attach the word ‘‘Catholic” to our name is like 
applying a piece of court plaster. 

To propose to introduce the word Protestant de novo would be one thing, 
to propose to expunge it is another. For one I am by no means prepared, 
considering what the popular understanding of the words “ Protestant ”’ and 
““Catholic ”’ is, to give up that word ‘‘ Protestant”’ and supplant it by the word 
“Catholic.” Protest has ever been a note of Christian truth. The Lord 
Jesus Christ, witnessing His good confession before the High Pries, tsaying, ‘‘ If 
I have spoken evil, bear witness of the evil; but if well, why smitest thou me?”’ 
was protesting. St. Paul withstanding St. Peter to his face and saying, ‘‘If 
thou, being a Jew, livest after the manner of Gentiles, and not as do the Jews, 
why compellest thou the Gentiles to live as do the Jews?”’ Gregory the Great 
of Old Rome protested when John, the Bishop of New Rome, had assumed the 
title of Universal Bishop: “‘I confidently affirm,’’ Gregory wrote, ‘‘ that whoso- 
ever calls himself Universal Priest is in his pride going before anti-Christ.”’ 

As a matter of history and of fact, the attitude of the Church in England 
has been (and of necessity) one of protest ever since the Bishop of Rome began 
his usurpations and his encroachments on her rights. The celebrated Bishop 
of Lincoln, Dr. Christopher Wordsworth, declares (Theo. Americanus, p. 197): 

‘Protests, such as have been mentioned, were made by Egefrid, King of 
Northumberland, and his successor King Aldfrid, on the occasion of the first 
appeal to Rome; by King Edward the Confessor, by Henry the First, and 
succeeding sovereigns; and the same spirit which dictated these remon- 
strances declared itself publicly and legislatively in the Constitutions of 
Clarendon A.D. 1164; and again A.D. 1246; in the Statute of Carlisle, A.D. 
1297; in the Articles of Clergy, in the Statutes of Provisors, A.D. 1350, A.D. 
1363, and A.D. 1389; of Mortmain and of Praemunire, A.D. 1391-2; and 
finally, in the statutes of Henry VIII., from A.D. 1531 to A.D. 1548.” 

As I read the great divines of the Church of England, aversion to the word 
Protestant is quite novel. Archbishop Laud, in his conference with the Roman 
Catholic Fisher (quoted by Christopher Wordsworth, Theo. Americanus, p. 
208), uses the word without hesitation: 

“ The Protestants did not get their name by protesting against the Church 
of Rome, but by protesting (and that when nothing else would serve) against 
her errors and superstitions. Do you remove them from the Church of Rome, 
and our Protestation is ended, and the separation too.” 

And again (vide supra, p. 236) : 

‘‘T never said or thought that the Protestants made this rent. The cause of 
the schism is yours; for you thrust us from you, because we call for truth, and 
redress of abuses. A schism must needs be theirs whose the cause of it is. 
The woe is against him that gives the offense. Protestants did not depart, for 
departure is voluntary.” 

Nor has the word protest fallen into dishonor in our Church in these latest 
days. The Bishops in the Lambeth Conferences have again employed the 
word in the resolutions which they have passed and in their encyclical letters 
to the faithful in Christ Jesus. 
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Protestantism has its grave defects. What movement among men has 
there ever been, however noble, which has not grave defects? But the protest 
with which Protestantism began needs no apology. It came from the hearts 
of lovers of liberty when Romanism had united with political power to crush 
liberty and prosecute its advocates. Its protest was for positive truth as 
against error. Who can read words like those of the Diet of Spires and not 
thrill with admiration, especially if he remembers that the protestors added to 
their protest, as the Church of England did, an appeal to a general council ? 
Their protest reads : 

‘‘Seeing that there is no sure doctrine but such as is conformable to the 
Word of God; that the Lord forbids the teaching of any other doctrine; that 
exact text of the Holy Scripture ought to be explained by other and clearer 
texts; and that this holy book is, in all things necessary for the Christian, easy 
of understanding, and calculated to scatter the darkness; we are resolved, by 
the grace of God, to maintian the pure and exclusive teaching of His only 
Word, such as it is contained in the Biblical books of the Old and New Testa- 
ment, without adding anything thereto that may be contrary to it. 

‘‘ This Word is the only truth; it is the sure rule of all doctrine and of all 
life, and can never fail or deceive us. He who builds on this foundation shall 
stand against all the powers of Hell, whilst all the human vanities that are 
set up against it shall fall before the face of God.” 

What is Protestantism? It has been described thus: 

“Tts negative principle is that any element of current ecclesiastical teach- 
ing or of popular belief that, on being traced back in history, runs out before 
the teaching of Christ’s authoritative Apostles is reached, is no part of essential 
Christianity; its positive and formal principle is that nothing that is not taught 
in the Holy Scriptures, the authoritative rule of faith and practice in the 
Church, enters as an essential element into the Christian system. Its chief 
features and fundamental doctrines are the supremacy of the Bible, justifica- 
tion by faith, individual responsibility, and freedom (within the authority of 
the Bible) of conscience and worship.” 

What will the people of this land think if we renounce a name which has a 
meaning like that ? What exclamations will come to us from our Articles and 
from our Ordinal, if we discard principles like these, standing as they do on the 
broad pages of the Articles and pressed home by the searching question to 
everyone who seeks to receive Commission from the Church as a religious 
teacher: 

Are you persuaded that the Holy Scriptures contain all doctrines required 
as necessary for eternal salvation through faith in Jesus Christ? And are you 
determined, out of the said Scriptures, to instruct the people committed to 
your charge; and to teach nothing, as necessary to eternal salvation, but that 
which you shall be persuaded may be concluded and proved by the Scripture? 

To turn now to a very practical view of the question. We desire, of course, 
so to commend the claims of our Church to that part of the Christian world in 
which our lot is cast that there will be a “‘gathering of the people”’ toit. How 
many shall we draw to us by the proposal to drop the word “‘ Protestant’’? 
Our best way of judging the future is by the past. Is it not safe to say that, 
for one person who has been drawn to our Church because it was, as he thought, 
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what is popularly understood by Catholic, there have been ten drawn because 
it was not that, but something distinctly different, viz., what is generally under 
stood by ‘‘ Protestant ’’; and while the one was probably a worn-out person, 
worn out by over-refinement, or misfortune, the ten probably belonged to the 
vigorous, fresh class who practically control the destiny of this land? 

Now let me ask, which are the peoples to whom Protestantism in its etal 
principles and drift has commended itself? 

A well-known historian (Swinton) has written: 

‘¢ Allowing for considerable exceptions, the nations of Teutonic stock 
embraced the new doctrines, while most of the Latin race adhered to the faith 
of Rome.” 

Is the work of our Church likely to be with peoples of the Teutonic or of the 
Latin stock—with English, Germans, Scandinavians, etc., or with Italians, 
French and Spaniards? What is the masterful influence in the world just now? 
Is it that of English, Germans, Scandinavians, etc., or of Italians, French and 
Spaniards? If we would as a Church exert a masterful influence, with whose 
mental movements shall we throw in our lot—with the English, Germans, 
Scandinavians, or with Italians, French and Spaniards? 

If we were just establishing our Church in this country, then the discussion 
of a suitable name might be opportune. But our Church took up an inde- 
pendent life in this country long years ago. It then deliberately and explicitly 
took to itself the name ‘Protestant .Episcopal.”’ It has been conclusively 
shown in the course of the discussion which has been going on that this 
action was not taken by accident or inadvertence. The name “ Protestant 
Episcopal” was put on the title page of our Prayer Book. It is part and 
parcel of the Ratification of the Book of Common Prayer by the bishops, 
clergy and laity. It is inwrought into our Constitution and Canons. 


The whole movement to change the name of the Church seems to me to be 
open to the charge of being pretentious, and to be away from the people, who 
like acts and not words; real success and not assertion that one has a right to 
it. It is a case where, as often, confidence in a cause has run on into whatisa 
very different thing; namely, self-conceit. Always it is true that by self-forget< 
fulness and real effective work, not by self-consciousness and pretentious asser< 
tions, general confidence is won and lasting good results are achieved.

Again the rector would gratefully acknowledge the services, freely rendered, of the 
Rey. Dr. Kettell, whose example of generous labors for the church, now for several years, 
is worthy of praise and emulation. Our East Side Chapel, in connection with the Frank 
Bottome Memorial, a settlement work, ministers to an increasing number of worthy pcor 
people. The St.- Andrew’s Brotherhood is responsible for services and meetings held 
here, and a large Sunday-school, filling the rooms, trains up many children for the church. 

Two large Chinese schools are operated in the parish house with gratifying results, both 
spiritual and educational. 

The Rey. Alonzo C. Stewart has resigned as an assistant minister of this parish, and 
on May 1 became the rector of St. Alban’s, Newark, N. J. 

The Rey. W. Emory Henkell has received and accepted a call to the rectorship of 
St. Paul’s Church, San Antonio, and will leave St. Andrew’s to begin his work there in 
September.

abouts cannot be discovered. It seems absurd to carry names on the list years after they 
have left the vicinity, merely because letters of transfer have not been requested.

APPENDED TO THE JOURNAL BY ORDER OF THE CONVENTION, 
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THE 
CONSTITUTION 


OF THE 


PROESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH 


IN THE 


DIOCESE OF NEW YORK. 


As Adopted October 11, 1796 ; and Amended October 17, 1827 ; October 2, 1834 ; 
“~ October 4, 18389 ; September 29, 1848 ; September 26, 1850 ; September 28. 
1860 ; September 28, 1882 ; September 26, 1889 ; and September 14, 1902. 


ARTICLE I. 


THERE shall be a Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in this Diocese in each year, at such place as the Bishop 
shall appoint. It shall be held on the last Wednesday in Sep- 
tember, unless the Bishop with the consent of the Standing Com- 
mittee shall appoint another date. In case of the inability of the 
Bishop to act, or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing 
Committee shall appoint the time and place of holding the Con- 
vention. 

. ARTICLE. II. 


The Bishop shall have power to call Special Conventions, when 
he may judge it conducive to the good of the Church; and shall do 
so when applied to for that purpose by the Standing Committee; 
and in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Commit- 
tee shall have power to call a Special Convention. 


ARTICLE III. 


The Convention shall be composed of the officiating Ministers 
regularly received into this Diocese, and settled in some Church. 
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which is in union with this Convention ; and of Lay Members, con- 
sisting of not exceeding three Delegates from each Church, to be 
chosen by the Vestry or Congregation: and Clergymen employed 
as Missionaries under the direction of this Convention, and Cler- 
gymen engaged as Professors or Instructors of youth in any Col- 
Jege, Academy, or General Seminary of Learning, duly incorpo- 
rated, and Clergymen engaged as Superintendents or Chaplains in 
any incorporated Charitable Institution, may be members of the 
Convention. No Olergyman, however, shall have a right to a seat 
in the Convention, unless he has been canonically resident in this 
Diocese for the period of 3ix months immediately preceding the 
meeting of the Convention. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Every Convention shall be opened with prayers and a sermon ; 
and the preacher shall be nominated by the Bishop, or in case of his 
mability to act, or a vacancy in the Episcopate, by the Standing 
Committee. : 


ARTICLE V. 


The Bishop shall preside in the Convention ; but in case of a 
vacancy, or necessary absence, the members shall elect a President 
from among the Clergy. 


ARTICLE VI. 


A Secretary shall be chosen, upon the assembling of the Annual 
Convention, from among the members thereof, who shall remain 
in office until the meeting of the next Convention. His duty 
shall be to take minutes of their proceedings, to preserve their 
journals and records, to attest the public acts of the body, and 
faithfully to deliver into the hands of his successor all books and 
papers, relative to the concerns of the Convention, which may be 
in his possession. it shall also be his duty to give due notice to 
each Minister and Vestry of the time and place appointed for the 
meeting of the succeeding Convention. 


ARTICLE VII. 


In all matters which shall come before the Convention, the 
Clergy and Laity shall deliberate in one body ; and in voting, the 
Clergy shall vote by individuals, and the Laity by Congregations ; 
and when more than one Church or Chapel shall be united under 
one Vestry, and shall have been so united and recognized by the 
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Convention, prior to the last Wednesday in September, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty-nine, the Dele- 
gate or Delegates of sueh Vestry only shall be entitled to a vote for 
each Church or Chapel ; and a majority of votes of the two orders 
jointly shall be decisive ; but if in any case it be required by five 
votes, the two orders shall vote separately in the manner afore- 
said, and the concurrence of a majority of each order shall be neces- 
sary to constitute a decision. In the case of electing a Bishop, the 
two orders shall always vote separately, agreeably to the mode last 
prescribed. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The mode of altering this Constitution shall be as follows: A 
proposition for an amendment shall be introduced in writing and 
considered in the Convention ; and, if approved of, shall lie over to 
the next Convention, and, if again approved of in such next Con- 
vention, by a majority of the two orders voting thereon separately, 
the change shall take place, and the Constitution sc altered shall 
be valid and obligatory.

CANON I. 
A List to be made of Ministers in the Diocese. 

Within one week before the meeting of every Convention of ie 
Diocese, the Bishop, or in case there be no Bishop, or of his inability 
or disability to act, then the Standing Committee of the Diocese, 
shall prepare, or cause to be prepared, a list of all the Ministers of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church canonically resident in this Dio- 
cese, annexing the names of their respective Cures or Parishes, or 
Stations as Missionaries, or of the Colleges, Academies, or other 
Seminaries or incorporated Charitable Institutions in which they 
are engaged ; or, in regard to those who are not engaged in Parishes, 
Missions, or Institutions of learning, as above, their places of resi- 
dence only ; but no Clergyman while suspended from the Ministry 
shall have a place on the said list. Such list shall be recorded by 
the Secretary of the Convention in a book to be kept for that pur- 
pose, and be prefixed to the Journal. 


CANON II. 
Of the Members of the Convention and the Evidence of their Rights to Seats. 


Src. 1. A list of the names of all Clergymen entitled to seats im 
the Convention, under Article III. of the Constitution, shall be pre- 
pared by the Bishop, or in case there be no Bishop, or of his inabil- 
ity or disability to act, then.by the Standing Committee. Said list 
shall be laid before the Convention on the first day of meeting, and 
shall be presumptive evidence of a right to a seat of all those whose 
names appear thereon, 
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Sxc. 2. In case the right of any Clergyman of this Diocese to 
a seat in the Convention shall be disputed or claimed, it shall be 
determined according to the provision of the third Article of the 
Constitution by the Convention itself. 


Sec. 3. The Secretary of the Convention shall record in a book, 
to be provided by him, and kept in accordance with the Canon of 
the General Convention, entitled ‘‘ General Regulations of Ministers 
and their Duties,” all certificates that shall be transmitted to him in 
accordance with said Canon. 


In case of a contested right to a seat in the Convention of any 
Clergyman who shall have been elected to any Church or Parish in 
this Diocese, after the passage of this Canon, the evidence of settle- 
ment shall consist in the said record ; or in the production to the . 
Convention of the certificate required by this Section, to be recorded 
as aforesaid, together with a certificate of the Bishop or of the 
Standing Committee, of his or their being satisfied that the person 
so chosen is a qualified Minister of this Church. - 


Src. 4. Every Minister who may be received into this Diocese 
shall procure from the Bishop, or, in case of his disability or inabil-- 
ity to act, from a majority of the clerical members of the Standing 
Committee, duly convened, a certificate that he has been received 
into this Diocese in compliance with the Canon of the General Con- 
vention. And before he shall be entitled to a seat in the Conven- 
tion, he shall transmit such certificate to the Secretary, to be recorded 
in the book mentioned in the preceding Section. And in case of 
the contested right to a seat in the Convention of any Minister who 
may be received into this Diocese, the production of such record, or 
of such certificate, or of the Secretary’s written acknowledgment 
of his receipt of the same, shall be presumptive evidence of regular 
admission, and the certificate, if not previously recorded, shall there- 
upon be recorded by the Secretary in the said book. 


Src. 5. In case of a contested right to a seat in the Convention 
of a Clergyman claiming such right by virtue of his being employed 
as a Missionary under the direction of this Convention, the evidence 
of such employment shall consist in the written certificate of the 
Bishop ; or, in case of a vacancy of the Episcopate, or of the inabil- 
ity or disability of the Bishop, in the written certificate of the Chair- 
man of the Missionary Committee of the Diocese. 


Src. 6. In case of a contested right toa seat in the Convention 
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of a Clergyman claiming such right by virtue of his being engaged 
as a Professor or Instructor of Youth in a College, Academy, or 
General Seminary of Learning, duly incorporated, the evidence of 
his connection with such College, Academy, or Seminary shall con- 
sist in the written certificate of the President or Secretary of such 
Corporation that he is so employed. 


Seo. 7. (I.) Lay Delegates from Churches having Vestries shall 
Le appointed by the Vestry, at a regular meeting, held according to 
law. 


(II.) The evidence of the appointment of a Lay Delegate from a ~ 
Church having a Vestry shall be a certificate signed by the Rector 
of the Church and by the Clerk of the Vestry. If there be no 
Rector, or if the appointment shall have been made at any legal 
Vestry meeting held in his absence, then such certificate shall state 
that fact, and shall be signed by the Warden who presides at the 
meeting at which such Delegate is appointed, and also by the Clerk 
of the Vestry. The certificate must show upon its face that the 
appointment has been made in accordance with all the requirements 
of the Canons, and shall certify that the Delegate is a Lay member, 
entitled to vote for Wardens and Vestrymen of the Church which 
he is appointed to represent. 


(III.) The evidence of appointment of a Lay Delegate from a 
Church having no Vestry shall be a certificate signed by the Min- 
ister of such Church, or by the officer who presides at the meeting 
of the congregation by which he was appointed, and also by the 
Clerk or Secretary of such meeting. The certificate shall state the 
time and place of the election, and shall certify that the person 
appointed has been duly chosen by such Church or Congregation as 
a Lay Delegate ; that he is a Lay member of such Church or Con- 
gregation, and has been such member for at least twelve months 
next preceding the time of his appointment, and that the election 
was held in accordance with all the requirements of the Canons. 


(IV.) No other certificate or evidence of appointment of any 
Lay Delegate than such as is above required shall be allowed or 
received. 


Src. 8. No Lay Delegate from a Church having a Vestry shall be 
entitled to a seat in the Convention, unless he be entitled to vote for 
Wardens and Vestrymen of the Church which he is appointed to 
represent. 
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Sxc. 9. A copy of the seventh and eighth sections of this Canon 
shall be transmitted annually by the Secretary of the Convention to 
every Church in this Diocese in union with the Convention, together 
with a blank printed form of certificate of appointment of Lay 
Delegates, and the notice which he is required by the Constitution 
to give of the time and place appointed for the meeting of the 
succeeding Convention. 


Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the Clerks of the Vestries of the 
Parishes which have been admitted into union with this Conven- 
tion, immediately after the appointment of the Lay Delegates to the 
Diocesan Convention, to certify their election to the Secretary of 
the Convention in the form prescribed by Sections 7 and 8 of this 
Canon. From the certificates thus received, the Secretary shall 
prepare a list of Lay Delegates for use in the organization of the 
Convention. 


Sec. 11. The presence of at least thirty Clergymen entitled to 
vote in the Convention, and of Delegates from at least thirty con- 
-gregations, shall be necessary to the transaction of business—except 
that a smaller number may adjourn from day to day. 


Sec. 12. If the President ex officio of the Convention is not 
present at its opening, the Secretary of the Convention shall call to 
order the members present, when the senior presbyter present 
entitled to a seat in the Convention shall take the chair, and shall 
preside until a President be elected, as provided by Article V. of the 
Constitution. 


Src. 138. The Secretary of the Convention, under the direction 
of the Bishop, or, in case of his absence or inability to act, or of a 
vacancy in the Episcopate, under the direction of the Standing 
Committee, shall call over the names of the Clergy entitled to seats. 


Sc. 14. He shall call the names of the Lay Delegates whose elec- 
tion has been certified to him, in pursuance of Section 10 of this 
Canon. The President shall then appoint a committee of three 
persons, to whom shall be referred the credentials of the Lay Dele- 
gates, who shall report upon the correctness of the roll made by the 
Secretary. 

Sec. 15. The calling of the names of the Clergy entitled to 
seats and of the Lay Delegates may be dispensed with by a unani- 
mous vote of the members of the Convention present, provided 
that evidence satisfactory to the Convention of the presence of a

canonical quorum of each order be laid before the Convention by 
the Secretary. In such case the Secretary shall take means to 
secure a correct list of the Clergy entitled to seats and of the Lay 
Delegates who are present at the Convention. 

Sec. 16. A quorum, which shall consist of thirty Clergymen 
and Delegates from thirty Congregations, being present, the Presi- 
dent, ea officio, if present, shall declare the Convention duly or- 
ganized. If he be absent, or unable to act, the temporary Presi- 
dent shall direct that the members proceed to vote for a President, 
as provided in Article V. of the Constitution, which election shall 
be by ballot, unless dispensed with by the unanimous vote of the 
members present. The President, being elected, shall declare the 
Convention organized for business. 

Sec. 17. The Convention shall then proceed to the election of 
a Secretary and Treasurer of the Convention, by ballot, unless dis- 
pensed with by the unanimous vote of the members present. The 
Secretary shall appoint two assistants, and announce their names 
to the Convention. 

Src. 18. The existing Rules of Order, so far as they are appli- 
cable to the preliminary proceedings for the organization of the 
Convention, shall be deemed in force for that purpose; and the said 
Rules of Order, except such of them as prescribe the mode of alter- 
ing the same, shall regulate the proceedings after the organiza- 
tion, until altered by the Convention. 


CANON III. 
Of the Call of the Convention. 


Unless tt be otherwise directed by the Convention, the mode of 
giving notice of the meeting of any Convention shall be by an ad- 
_vertisement of the time and place of such meeting, signed by the 
Secretary, and published in three of the public papers, or Church 
journals, printed in the Diocese of New York. Whenever, under 
the provisions of the Constitution, a Special Convention is called 
for any particular purpose, it shall be the duty of the Secretary, in 
the notice thereof, to specify such purpose. 


CANON IV. 


Of the Admission of a Church as a Parish into Union with the Church tn this 
Diocese and Maintaining such Union. 


Sc. 1. Every Church or Congregation desiring admission as a 
Parish into union with the Church in this Diocese shall present a 
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written application therefor to the Convention, together with a copy 
of the Resolution of the Vestry or of the Congregation authorizing 
such application ; in which resolution the said Church, by its Vestry 
or Congregation, shall agree to abide by, and conform to and observe 
all the Canons of the Church, and all the rules, orders, and regula- 
tions of the Convention ; which copy shall be duly certified by the 
presiding officer of the Vestry, or of the meeting of the Congregation 
at which the resolution was adopted, and also by the Clerk of the 
Vestry or Secretary of the meeting ; and shall be authenticated by 
the seal of the corporation. 

The said application shall also be accompanied by the Certificate 
of Incorporation of the Church, duly recorded, or a copy thereof, 
certified by the officer whose duty it may be to record or to file the 
same; and also by a Certificate of the Bishop, or, in case of his 
absence, or of his inability or disability to act, or of a vacancy in the 
Episcopate, of the Standing Committee, that he or they approve of 
the Incorporation of said Church, and that such Church, in his or 
their judgment, is duly established. 

» Every Church or Congregation applying for admission shall pro- 

duce satisfactory evidence that not less than twenty-five persons, 
members of such Church, have habitually, for at least one year pre- 
ceding such application, attended divine service in such Church or 
Congregation. 

The Certificate of Incorporation of every Church incorporated 
under any Act of the Legislature of the State of New York, save the 
General Act of April 5, 1813, and the Amendments thereto, shall 
declare upon its face that the Church or Congregation is a Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church, and that it is forever to continue such, 
in communion with the Protestant Episcopal Church in the State 
of New York; and it shall be the duty of the Secretary of the 
Convention to prepare and furnish blanks for the Certificate of 
Incorporation of Parishes, which shall embody the above provision. 


Src. 2. (I.) No application for the admission of .a Parish into 
union with the Church in this Diocese shall be considered or acted 
upon at any meeting of the Convention, unless the same has been 
transmitted to the Secretary of the Convention at least forty days 
before the meeting of the Convention. 


(II.) It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Convention, a 
least thirty days before the meeting of the Convention, to deliver t 
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a Committee, te be annually appointed (to be called the Committee | 


on the Incorporation and Admission of Churches), all applications 
for admission into union which shall have been reeeived by him, to 
be by such Committee examined, considered, and reported upon to 
the Convention. 


Sec. 3. Whenever any Parish in union with this Convention 
shall neglect for three vears in succession to make a Parochial Report, 
no missionary report being made on its behalf, and shall not, dur- 
ing the same period, have employed a Clergyman as its Parish Min- 
ister, nor requested of the ecclesiastical authority to have the ser- 
vices of a Missionary, such Parish shall be regarded as having for- 
feited its connection with the Convention, and shall no longer have 
a right to send a Delegate or Delegates to the same. 

The Bishop shall report such Parish to the Convention in his 
Annual Address. 

Such Parish, however, may be re-admitted, upon application to 
the Convention, accompanied by a report of its condition, and on 
such terms as shall appear just ; such re-admission to take effect 
from and after the rising of the Convention consenting to such’ 
admission. 


CANON V. 
Of the Secretary of the Convention. 


Src. 1. In addition to the constitutional provisions concerning 
the Secretary, it is hereby declared that this officer shall be chosen 
by ballot after viva voce nominations of the Candidates, and shall 
continue in office until a new election is made. 


Src. 2. He shall transmit annually to each of the Bishops of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, and to the See- 
retary of the last House of Clerical and Lay Deputies in the Gen- 
eral Convention, and to the Secretary of every Diocesan Convention, 
a copy of the Journal of the Convention ; and shall request the last 
to send copies of their respective Journals in exchange. 


Src. 3. He shall also transmit to every General Convention, in 
addition to the documents mentioned in the Canons of the General 
Convention, a certificate, to be signed by himself, containing a list 
of the Clergymen in this Diocese, and the amount of funds paid or 
secured to be paid (distinguishing them) to the General Theological 
Seminary. together with the nomination of Trustees of that Semi- 
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nary ; and also a like certificate of the appointment of Clerical and 
Lay Deputies. 


Sec. 4. Any expense incurred by a compliance with the third 
section of this Canon shall be paid out of the Diocesan Fund. 


SEc. 5.—Whenever there shall be a vacancy in the office of Sec- 
retary of the Convention, the duties thereof shall devolve upon one 
of the Assistant Secretaries in the order of their appointment, if 
there be one; if not, upon the Secretary of the Standing Com- 
mittee. 

CANON VI, 


Of the Treasurer of the Convention. 


Src. 1. At every stated Convention there shall be chosen by 
ballot a Treasurer of the Convention, who shall remain in office 
until the next stated Convention, and until a successor is appointed. 
It shall be his duty to receive and disburse all moneys collected 
under the authority of the Convention, and of which the collection 
and distribution shall not be otherwise regulated. 


Sec. 2. His accounts shall be rendered annually to the Con- 
vention, and shall be examined by a Committee acting under its 
authority. 

Src. 3. In case of a vacancy in the office of Treasurer, it shall 
be supplied by an appointment to be made by the Standing Com- 
mittee ; and the person so appointed shall continue to act until an 
appointment is made by the Convention. 


CANON VIL. 
Of Parish Registers and Parochial Reports. 


Sec. 1. Every Minister in charge of a Parish in this Diocese shall 
keep a Register of Baptisms, Confirmations, Communicants, Mar- 
riages, and Funerals within his Cure. 


Src. 2. The record shall specify the name and time of birth of 
each child baptized, with the names of the parents and sponsors 3 
the name of each adult baptized; the name of each person con- 
firmed ; the names of the parties married, with the names of the 
witness or witnesses required by the civil law; the name of each 
person buried ; and also the time when each rite was performed. 

These Registers shall be kept by the Minister in a book to be pro- 
vided for that purpose, belonging to the Vestry of each Church ; 
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which book shall be the Parish Register, and shall be preserved by 
the Vestry as a part of the records of the Church. 

The list of Communicants shall embrace all within his Cure as 
nearly as can be ascertained, and he shall also keep a list of the 
families and adult persons in his Cure, as far as practicable. : 


Src. 3. Every Minister of this Church shall present, or cause 
to be delivered, on or before the first day of every annual Conven- 
tion, to the Bishop of the Diocese, or, when there is no Bishop, to 
the President of the Convention, a statement of the number of . 
Baptisms, Confirmations, Marriages, and Funerals; and of the num- 
ber of Communicants in his Parish or Church, and of all other 

matters that may throw light on the state of the same. 


_ Src. 4. In every case where a Parish is without a Minister, ie 
Register contemplated by this Canon shall be kept by some per- 
son appointed by the Vestry for that purpose; and the annual 
Parochial Reports shall be presented or forwarded to the Bishop 
by the Wardens of the Parish. 


Sec. 5. The Register contemplated by this Gaunt shall at all 
times be subject to inspection by the Bishop or by such person as 
he may appoint. 


Src. 6. Upon the dissolution of a Parish the Register, provided 
for by this Canon, shall immediately become the property of the 
Diocese, and the Trustees of the Estate and Property of the Di- 
ocesan Convention shall cause the said Register to be deposited with 
the Bishop, to be under his care for the legitimate purposes thereof. 


CANON VIII. 
Of Preparing a Report on the State of the Church. 

A Committee of the Convention of this Diocese shall be appointed 
at the stated meeting of the same next before every stated meeting 
of the General Convention, in accordance with the Canon * thereof, 
to assist the Bishop in preparing a report of the state of the Church 
in this Diocese, and a list of the Clergy, to be presented to the 
General Convention. 


> 


CANON IX. 
Concerning Elections. 
Src. 1. Elections by ballot, when required by these Canons, 
may be dispensed with by a unanimous vote of the Convention. 
And when an election is by ballot, a majority of the votes in each « 
order shall be necessary to a valid election. 


is * Canon XX., Sec. 5, Title I. 
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Src. 2. The mode of conducting the nominations and elections 
of the Standing Committee, the Deputies and Provisional Deputies 
to the General Convention, and Deputies to the Federate Council, 
shall be as follows : ! 

Any member of the Convention may send to the Secretary, in 
writing, on or before the first day of the meeting thereof, nomina- 
tions, signed by himself, for the Standing Committee, for Clerical 
and Lay Deputies and Provisional Deputies to the General Con- 
vention, and for members of the Federate Council. All names so 
sent in shall be reported to the Convention by the Secretary, at the 
beginning of the second day’s session, in the form of a ballot, on 
which the names shall be arranged in alphabetical order. After 
each list of nominations as many blank spaces shall be left as there 
are vacancies to be filled. These blanks may be filled by any voter. 
The voter shall-mark an X at the right of the name of each person 
for whom he votes. On the first ballot these ballots only shall be 
used, and also in all subsequent ballots, except when otherwise 
ordered by the Convention. No ballot shall be counted on which 
more names are marked than there are vacancies to be filled, and 
the number of vacancies to be filled shall be printed on each ballot. 


The Secretary shall provide a board, to be hung up in a con- 
spicuous place, near the entrance to the Convention, on which 
shall be posted the nominations so received, and also the names of 
the present members of the Standing Committee, Deputies and 
Provisional Deputies to General Convention, and Deputies to the 
Federate Council; and these names shall also be printed on the 
back of the ballot provided by the Secretary. 


CANON X. 
Of Deputies to the General Convention. 

SEc. 1. The Convention shall, at each second regular annual 
meeting next succeeding a stated meeting of the General Conven- 
tion, elect by ballot four Clergymen and four Laymen to act as 
Deputies from this Diocese to the General Convention. It shall 
also elect by ballot four Clergymen and four Laymen, as Provisional 
Deputies, to act in the case hereinafter mentioned ; which Deputies 
and Provisional Deputies shall hold their respective stations until 
successors are appointed, and shall be Deputies, or Provisional 
Deputies, for any General Convention which may be held Genes 
their continuance in office. 
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Sec. 2. Should a vacancy occur by resignation, removal from 
the Diocese, death, or otherwise, among the Deputies or Provisional 
Deputies, between the stated times of election, the vacancy shall 
be supplied by any Convention, during or prior to which such 
vacancy shall occur. } 

Sxo, 3. It shall be the duty of the Deputies elect to signify to 
the Bishop, at least two days before the meeting of the General 
Convention, their acceptance of the appointment, and their inten- 


tion to perform its duties; in default of which the Bishop shall 


designate, from the list of Provisional Deputies, so many as may be 
necessary to insure, as far as practicable, a full representation of 
the Diocese. And the Bishop shall in like manner designate from 
thesame list of Provisional Deputies one or more, as the case may be, 
to supply any deficiency in the representation of this Diocese which 
may in any way occur. And the person or persons so designated by 
the Bishop, being furnished with his certificate thereof, shall 
have all the power and authority of Deputies duly elected by the 
Convention. 

Src. 4. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the inability 
of the Bishop to act, the power conferred upon the Bishop by this 
Canon shall be exercised by the Standing Committee. 


CANON XI. 
Of Deputies to the Federate Council. 


At every stated Convention there shall be an election by ballot 
of eight Clergymen and eight Laymen to serve as Deputies at any 
meeting of the Federate Council that may be held before the next 
Annual Convention of the Diocese. And in case of a vacancy by 
death or otherwise among the Deputies so elected, such vacancy 
shall be filled by the Bishop. 


CANON XII. 
Of the Standing Committee. 


Src. 1. At every stated Convention a Standing Committee shall 
be elected by ballot, to consist of four Clergymen and four Lay- 
men. Vacancies in said Committee, occurring by death or other- 
wise, shall be supplied by the concurrent vote of the Clerical 
members and Lay members of the Committee. 
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Sec. 2. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the inability 
or disability of the Bishop, the powers and duties to be performed by 
the Bishop in matters of discipline shall be performed by the Stand- 
ing Committee, except in those cases where such powers and duties 
are or may be specially delegated to, or enjoined upon, the Clerical 
members of said Committee ; in which cases such powers and duties 
shall be exercised by said Clerical members alone ; provided, that 
no sentence shall be pronounced on a Clergyman but by a Bishop. 


Sec. 3. The record of all proceedings upon a presentment of a 
Clergyman shall be preserved by the Standing Committee, and for 
that purpose shall, after a final decision, be delivered to their Secretary. 


Szc. 4. Should a stated Convention, from any cause, not be held 
at the appointed time, or if such Convention should be held, but no 
election be made, pursuant to Section 1 of this Canon, then the last 
Standing Committee elected shall continue to perform the duties of 
the office until a new election takes place. 


CANON XIII. 
Of Vacant Parishes, and Clergymen without Cure. 


Src. 1. Whenever a Parish becomes vacant by the resignation 
or decease of the incumbent, or otherwise, due notice of the same 
shall be given by the Clerk of the Vestry or Trustees to the Ordi- 
nary, who, with the concurrence of the authorities of the Parish, 
shall take such measures as he may deem expedient for the tem- 
porary maintenance of religious services in such Parish. 


Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Vestry or Trustees of such 
vacant Parish to provide for the compensation of the Minister ap- 
pointed under the preceding section. 


Src. 3. It shall be the duty of the authorities of such vacant 
Parish to consult with the Bishop of the Diocese before proceeding 
to fill the vacancy. 


Src. 4. Any Clergyman without cure resident in, or visiting, 
this Diocese and desiring to take temporary or occasional service 
therein shall signify to the Bishop his wish to officiate in this 
Diocese. A list of such Clergymen as shall be licensed by the 
Bishop for such duty shall be kept at the Diocesan House. And 
no Rector or Parish shall employ the services of any Clergyman 
without cure for more than one day, unless he shall have the 
written license of the Bishop.

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‘CANON XIV. 
Of the Establishment of New Places of Public Worship. 


Sxc. 1. In places where the Church is already established, no new 
Parish shall be formed, or new Church or Chapel be established, or 
new Congregation be gathered, nor shall the site of any existing 
Church, Chapel, or Congregation be changed without the written 
consent of the Bishop of the Diocese and the formal approval of 
the Standing Committee. But such action of the Standing Com- 
mittee shall not be taken until previous notice has been given, and 
due proof thereof furnished the Committee, by the parties moving 
therefor, to the Rectors and Vestries of the three Churches or Con- 
gregations whose places of public worship shall be nearest to the 
site proposed for the new place of worship, nor until at least one 
month has been allowed such Rectors and Vestries to present any 
objections they may have. 

Src. 2. In places ‘where the Church is not established, the 
written consent of the Bishop of the Diocese, acting by and with 
the advice and consent of the Standing Committee, shall be suf- 
ficient for the formation of a new Parish. 

Sec. 3. ‘‘ Tentative missionary work, authorized by the Bishop 
and the Executive Committee of the Archdeaconry in which such 
work is situated, may be prosecuted temporarily at such point or 
points as may be from time to time designated by them, after con- 
sultation with the Rectors of the three nearest Parishes; but such 
work shall not be continued ‘more than one year, nor shall any 
building for such work be erected, unless the consent of the Bishop 
and Standing Committee shall have been obtained in accordance 
with the provisions of the preceding sections of this Canon.” 


CANON XV. 
Of the Episcopal Fund. 


So. 1. The fund for the support of the Episcopate in this 
Diocese, now provided, together with that which may be hereafter 
contributed or acquired, and any accumulation accruing from the 
investment thereof, shall be intrusted to the corporation entitled 
‘«¢The Trustees of the Episcopal Fund for the Diocese of New 
York,” incorporated by an Act of the Legislature of the State of 
New York, passed May 14, 1845. The Trustees composing said 
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corporation shall be five in number, who shall be appointed by and 
shall hold their offices during the pleasure of the Convention, and 
all vacancies occurring in their number shall be filled by the Con- 
vention. 


Suc. 2. It shall be the duty of every Rector or Minister having 
charge of a congregation in this Diocese to cause an annual collection 
or contribution to be made by said congregation in aid of the fund 
for the support of the Episcopate ; and in the case of a vacant par- 
ish, this duty shall devolve on the Wardens and Vestrymen. The 
amount of each annual collection or contribution shall be paid to 
the Treasurer of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, and shall be 
reported by the Trustees to the Convention at the next stated meet- 
ing thereof, after such collection or contribution shall have been 
made, and shall be entered on its Journals. 


Szc. 3. So long as the income of the fund is inadequate to the 
support of the Episcopate, and an annual assessment shall be made, 
under the authority of the Convention, for supplying the deficiency 
therein, the payment of such assessment by a Parish shall be con- 
sidered as in lieu of the collection enjoined by Section 2 of this 
Canon. 


Sxc. 4. All moneys belonging to the said fund shall be loaned by 
the said Trustees upon security of real estate, or invested in stocks 
of the United States, or of any of the States, or of the City’ of New 
York, at their discretion, and also in such other securities as may 
be recommended unanimously by the Trustees and approved by a 
vote of the Convention. And all securities and investments shall be 
taken or made in their corporate name above mentioned, and they 
shall have power, from time to time, to change such investments. 
A statement exhibiting the condition of the said fund and securities, 
together with all receipts and disbursements, shall be reported to the 
Convention at every stated meeting thereof, signed by the Trustees, 
or a majority of them. 


CANON XVI. 
Of the Diocesan Fund. 


Sxc. 1. Every congregation in the Diocese shall pay to the 
Treasurer of the Convention, on or before the Day of its annual 
meeting, such a per cent. on the amount of the salary of its Cler- 
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gyman as shall have been ordered by the preceding Convention, to 
provide for necessary expenses. 


Src. 2. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of the Conyven- 
tion to retain annually out of this fund one dollar for each Clergy- 
man in the Diocese. The moneys thus retained shall be paid by 
him to the Treasurer of the General Convention at each meeting 
of the same. 


SEC. 3. A copy of this Canon shall be transmitted annually to 
every Church in the Diocese by the Secretary of the Convention. 


CANON XVII. 
Of Contributions for Church Objects. 


Src. 1. In every Parish of the Diocese provision shall be made 
whereby its members may make offerings, by collections and other- 
wise, as often as the needs of the Church shall require, for the sup- 
port of its objects, particularly its missionary work at home and 
abroad, the education of young men for the sacred Ministry, and 
those other religious and charitable objects which have been com- 
mended to the care of the Church by the General Convention, or 
by the Convention of the Diocese ; and it shall be the duty of the 
Clergyman in charge to give due notice to the congregation of the 
time and purpose of such offerings, and also to call their attention — 
to the importance and claims of the respective objects to which the 
offerings are to be applied. 


Sec. 2. The business of distributing all funds that may be 
raised under this Canon, for the education of young men for Holy 
Orders, is hereby committed to the incorporated society styled 
“The Protestant Episcopal Society for Promoting Religion and 
Learning in the State of New York,” which shall make a full 
annual report to the Convention of the application of all moneys 
paid into its treasury under the provisions of this Canon, or by the 
Treasurer of the Convention from any source. 


Src. 3. So far as relates to the offerings or contributions of 
Parishes within the City of New York, it is hereby declared that 
the New York Protestant Episcopal City Mission Society and the 
New York Protestant Episcopal Church Missionary Society for 
Seamen in the City and Port of New York are to be reckoned 
among the Church charities for which provision is to be made, so 
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that each congregation in the City of New York shall make 
annual contributions to one of these societies. 


CANON XVIII. 
Of the Diocesan Missionary Society. 


Src. 1. All members of the Church in this Diocese shall be 
considered as constituting the Diocesan Missionary Society. 


Sec. 2. (I.) The Missionary Work of the Diocese shall be con- 
ducted by a Diocesan Board of Missions. 

(II.) The Convention shall be the Diocesan Board of Missions, 
sitting as such as often as the business of the Board may demand. 


Szc. 3. (I.) The Diocese shall be divided into five Archdeacon- 
ries, to be named, respectively : 


1. The Archdeaconry of New York, comprising the County of 
New York. 


2. The Archdeaconry of Richmond, comprising the County of 
Richmond. 


3. The Archdeaconry of Westchester, comprising the Counties 
of Westchester, Putnam, and Rockland. 


4, The Archdeaconry of Orange, comprising the Counties of 
Orange, Ulster, and Sullivan. 


5. The Archdeaconry of Duchess, comprising the County of 
Duchess. 


(1I.) The members of each Archdeaconry shall be the Clergy 
canonically resident within its limits, with three Lay Delegates from 
each Parish and Mission Station, elected in such manner as the By- 
laws of the Archdeaconry may direct, provided that such Lay Dele- 
gates from Mission Stations shall not have the right to vote upon 
any question involving the appropriation or apportionment of 
moneys. It shall be the duty of each Archdeaconry [1] to search 
out the religious needs of its:own district, and to conduct and 
provide for such Missionary Work as may be undertaken by it, 
within its own limits, and to apportion among the several Parishes 
the amount necessary to be raised for the same; [2] to nominate 
to the Bishop, for his appointment, all Missionaries and other 
agents of the Archdeaconry, and to fix their salaries; [3] to have 
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full management of its funds; [4] to provide that careful statistics 
as to the population and condition of communities and the results 
of Missionary Work be collected and preserved. 


(III.) The Executive Officer or Archdeacon of each Archdea- 
conry shall be nominated by the Bishop, and confirmed by the Arch- 
deaconry at a regular meeting, and shall continue in office until his 
successor be appointed. It shall be his duty [1] to superintend all 
Missionary Work conducted by the Archdeaconry ; [2] to have di- 
rection of all Itinerant Clergy and Associated Missions ; [3] to.make 
full and regular reports of the same to the Archdeaconry ; and [4] 
in the absence of the Bishop to preside at all meetings. 


(IV.) Each Archdeaconry shall adopt its own by-laws, elect 
annually its Secretary and Treasurer, and make before the Annual 
Meeting of the Board of Diocesan Missions a full report of its year’s 
work to the Board of Managers hereinafter described. 


Src. 4. (I.) There shall be a Diocesan Board of Managers, which 
Board shall also be the Missionary Committee of the Diocese of New 
York, consisting of the Bishop, the five Archdeacons, Secretaries 
and Treasurers, and also five Clergymen and five Laymen, elected 
by ballot at the Annual Meeting of the Diocesan Board of Missions. 


(II.) It shall be the duty of this Board of Managers [1] to de- 
cide, with the approval of the Bishop, what proportion of the whole 
sum voted by the Diocese shall be raised by, and what proportion 
shall be expended by each Archdeaconry ; [2] to devise general plans 
for making Mission Work more effective, and developing a greater 
Missionary interest throughout the Diocese; [3] to send to the 
Diocesan Board of Missions, at its annual meeting, a report con- 
taining the following items : 

a. Statement of Missionary Work done since last report. 

b. The names of the Missionaries and Stations. 


c. An account of Annual Receipts and Expenditures, comprising 
all amounts received and disbursed by each Archdeaconry. 


d. A list of the Parishes contributing, and of the sums con- 
tributed by each Parish to Diocesan Missions. 


e. An estimate of the amount of funds needed for the Missionary 
Work of the Diocese for the ensuing year, and a schedule of assess- 
ments upon the several Parishes. 


CANONS. 295 


(III.) Seven members of the Board of Managers, at a regularly 
called meeting, two of whom shall be Archdeacons, shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business. In the absence of the 
Bishop, one of the Archdeacons present shall be elected by the 
meeting to preside. ' 


CANON XIX. 
Of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergy. 


Src. 1. Five lay Trustees shall be appointed annually by the Con- 
vention, who, with the Bishop, shall constitute a Board to be called 
the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen. 


SEc. 2. Vacancies occurring in the number of the above-named 
five lay Trustees, by death, resignation, or otherwise, during the 
recess of the Convention, may be supplied by the remaining Trus- 
tees. 


Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the said Trustees to assume the 
management and care of the following funds : 


1st. The fund now provided for the relief of Aged and Infirm 
‘Clergymen of the Diocese, together with that which may hereafter 
be contributed or acquired, and any accumulation accruing from 
the investment thereof. 


2d. A fund to be hereafter contributed or acquired for the relief 
of Widows and Children of Deceased Clergymen of the Diocese, 
together with any accumulation accruing from the investment 
thereof. 


Suc. 4. It shall be the further duty of the said Trustees to re- 
ceive applications for relief or assistance from any persons entitled 
to receive aid from either of the funds above mentioned, and to 
apply such relief or assistance as follows : 


Ist. As to the fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen, to apply 
such relief or assistance on the principles of, and subject to, the 
limitations indicated in the report of the Special Committee made 
to the Annual Convention of 1841,* and subject also to such other 


* ««(q) Legacies and donations to be invested as a permanent fund ; the 
proceeds to be applied annually, if needed, under the direction of the Bishop 
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rules and regulations as have since been adopted by this Convention, 
or as said Trustees, with the approbation of said Convention, shall 
from time to time adopt. 


2d. As to the fund for the Widows and Children of Clergymen, - 
to apply such relief or assistance on the principles of, and subject to, 
the limitations laid down by the regulations adopted by the Annual 
Convention of 1886 in relation to said fund, and subject also to such 
further rules and regulations as said Trustees, with the approbation 
of this Convention, shall from time to time adopt. 


Src. 5. A collection shall be made annually in every congre- 
gation in this Diocese, on the annual Thanksgiving Day, or on 
Christmas Day, or on the Sunday next before or next following 
either of those days. ; 

This collection and all other contributions to these objects shall 
be transmitted to the Treasurer of the said Board of Trustees. 

All donations and legacies received by said Treasurer shall, m 
the absence of the special designation of one or other of the said 


and three lay Trustees, to be elected by the Convention at each stated meeting. - 
If the whole or any part of the annual revenue of said fund be not needed, in 
any year, it might be considered thenceforth as part of the capital. 

. (®) Another . . . source of income will be found, it is presumed, 
in annual contributions to be made by all the congregations in the Diocese, on 
some day previously notified. 

«* With regard to the limitations under ina relief should be applied, your 
Committee are aware that much must be left to the discretion of the Trustees. 

. In regard to these limitations, the Committee would suggest : 

“*j, That relief should be confined to those whose circumstances are actu- 
ally straitened. and who have been actively engaged in parochial or kindred 
labors during a large part of their ministerial lives. 

«2. It should not be so administered as to supersede on the part of parishes 
the duty of making provision for the support of their pastor when too aged or 
infirm to continue his ministry; and should therefore be confined, in the case 
of parish clergymen, to cases in which the parish has signified, through the 
Bishop, its inability or indisposition to make such provision to an adequate 
extent. 

«3. It should not be extended to clergymen who have near relatives in af- 
finent circumstances, unless there be satisfactory evidence that such relatives are 
unwilling to discharge the duty of providing for those of their own household. 

“‘4. In deciding between conflicting claims, preference should be given 
ceteris paribus to those who have been longest employed within the Diocese in 
ministerial duty.” 
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funds, be divided equally between them. The annual collection, 
herein provided for, shall, in the absence of special. designation of 
any portion thereof by the donors, be applied by said Trustees to 
the fund for the Widows and Children of Clergymen. The Treas- 
urer shall keep a separate account of each of the said funds, and all 
moneys not wanted for current use shall be invested and held in 
trust by the said Trustees. 

Sec. 6. The said Trustees shall oe their own Chairman, Treas- 
urer, and Secretary. 

They shall meet at least twice in each year, and shall keep min- 
utes of their proceedings, which shall be submitted to the Convention 
of the Diocese whenever called for. 


CANON XX. 
Of the Trial of a Clergyman not being a Bishop. 


Whenever any Minister of this Diocese, not being a Bishop 
thereof, shall become ‘‘ liable to presentment and trial,” under the 
provisions of any Canon of the General or Diocesan Convention, 
the mode of proceeding in this Diocese shall be as follows, viz. : 


Src. 1. The trial shall be on a presentment in writing, addressed 
to the Bishop of the Diocese, specifying the offences of which the 
accused is alleged to be guilty, with reasonable certainty as to time, 
place, and circumstances. Such presentment may be made by the 
major part in number of the members of the Vestry of any Church 
of which the accused is a Minister, or by any three Presbyters of 
this Diocese entitled to seats in the Convention, or as hereinafter 
mentioned. Whenever, from public rumor or otherwise, the Bishop 
shall have reason to believe that any Clergyman is under the im- 
putation of having been guilty of any offence or misconduct for 
which he is liable to be tried, and that the interest of the Church 
requires an investigation, it shall be his duty to appoint five persons, 
of whom three at least shall be Presbyters, to examine the case, a 
majority of whom may make such examination ; and if there is in 
their opinion sufficient ground for presentment, shall present the 
Clergyman accordingly. 


Src. 2. A presentment being made in any one of the modes 
above prescribed, the Bishop, if the facts charged shall not appear 
to him to pe such as constitute an offence, may dismiss it ; or if it 
allege facts, some of which do and some of which do not consti- 
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tute an offence, he may allow it in part and dismiss the residue, or 
he may permit it to be amended. When it shall be allowed in 
whole or in part, the Bishop shall cause a copy of it to be served on 
the accused, and shall also nominate twelve Presbyters of this Dio- 
cese, entitled to seatsin the Convention and not being parties to the 
presentment, and cause a list of their names to be served on the 
accused, who shall, within thirty days after such service, select five 
of them and notify their names in writing to the Bishop ; and if he 
shall not give such notification to the Bishop within the said thirty 
days, the Bishop shall select five, and the Presbyters so selected shall 
form a Board for the trial of the accused, and shall meet at such 
time and place as the Bishop shall direct, and shall have power to 
adjourn from time to time, and from place to place (but always 
within this Diocese), as they shall think necessary. 


Sec. 3. A written notice of the time and place of their first 
meeting shall be served at least thirty days before such meeting 
on the accused, and also on one of the persons making the present- 
ment. 


Sec. 4. If, at the time appointed for the first meeting of the 
Board of Presbyters, the whole number of five shall not attend, then 
those who do attend may adjourn from time to time; and if, after 
one adjournment or more, it shall appear to them improbable that. 
the whole number wil] attend within a reasonable time, then those 
who do attend, not being less than three, shall constitute the 
Board, and proceed to the trial, and a majority of them shall de- 
cide all questions. 


Sec. 5. Ifa Clergyman presented shall confess the truth of the 
facts alleged in the presentment, it shall be the duty of the Bishop 
to proceed to pass sentence; and if he shall not confess them 
before the appointment of a Board for his trial, as before men- 
tioned, he shall be considered as denying them. 


Src. 6. If a Clergyman presented, after having had due notice, 
shall not appear before the Board of Presbyters appointed for 
his trial, the Board may nevertheless proceed as if he were present, 
unless for good cause they shall see fit to adjourn to another day. 


Src. 7. When the Board proceed to the trial, they shall hear such 
evidence as shall be produced, which evidence shall be reduced to 
writing, and signed by the witnesses respectively ; and some officer, 
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authorized by law to administer oaths, may, at the desire of either 
party, be requested to administer an oath or affirmation to the wit- 
nesses that they will testify the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth, concerning the facts charged in the presentment. 
If, on or during the trial, the accused shall confess the truth of 
the charges, as stated in the presentment, the Board may dispense 
with hearing further evidence, and may proceed at once to state 
their opinion to the Bishop as to the sentence that ought to be 
pronounced. 


Src. 8. Upon the application of either party to the Bishop, 
and it being made satisfactorily to appear to him that any mate- 
rial witnesses cannot be procured upon the trial, the Bishop may 
appoint a Commissary to take the testimony of any such witness. 
Such Commissary may be either a Clergyman or a Layman, and 
the party so applying shall give to the other at least siz days’ 
notice of the time and place of taking the testimony. And if the 
person on whom the notice shall be served shaJl reside more than 
forty miles from the place of examination, an additional day’s 
notice shall be given for every additional twenty miles of the said 
distance. And both parties may attend and examine the witness, 
and the questions and answers shall be reduced to writing and 
signed by the witness, and shalk be certified by the Commissary, 
and enclosed under his seal, and transmitted to the Board, and 
shall be received by them as evidence. A witness examined before 
such Commissary may be sworn or affirmed in manner aforesaid. 


Src. 9. The Board having deliberately considered the evi- 
dence, shall declare, in a writing signed by them, or a majority 
of them, their decision on the charges contained in the present- 
ment, distinctly stating whether the accused is guilty or not 
guilty of such charges, respectively, and also stating the sentence 
which in their opinion should be pronounced ; and a copy of such 
decision shall be, without delay, communicated to the accused, 
and the original decision, together with the evidence, shall be de- 
livered to the Bishop, who shall pronounce such canonical sen- 
tence as shall appear to him to be proper, provided the same 
shall not exceed in severity the sentence recommended by the 
Board ; and such sentence shall be final. Before pronouncing any 
sentence the Bishop shall summon the accused, and any three 
or more of the Clergy, to meet him at such time as may in his 
opinion be most convenient, in some church to be designated by 
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him, which shall for that purpose be open at the time to all per- 
sons who may choose to attend, and the sentence shall then and 
there be publicly pronounced by the Bishop. But the Bishop, 
if he shall be satisfied that justice requires it, may grant a new 
trial to the accused, in which case a new Board of Presbyters shall 
be appointed, the proceedings before whom shall be conducted as 
before mentioned. | 


Src. 10. Allnotices and papers contemplated in this Canon may 
be served by a summoner or summoners, to be appointed for the 
purpose by the Bishop, and whose certificate of such service shall be 
evidence thereof. In case of service by any other person, the facts 
shall be proved by the affidavit of such person. A written notice or 
paper delivered to a party, or left at his last place of residence, shall 
be deemed a sufficient service of such notice or paper. 


Src. 11. The defendant may have the privilege of appearing by 
counsel ; in case of the exercise of which privilege, and not other- 
wise, those who present shall have also the like privilege. 


CANON XXI. 


Concerning the Dissolution of the Pastoral Relation by Reason of Disability 
of a Mihister. 


Whenever it shall appear to the satisfaction of the Bishop, on 
competent medical testimony, that by reason of incurable mental or 
physical disability a clergyman has become incapable of discharging 
the duties of his cure, it shall be competent for the Bishop, on the 
application of the Vestry or Trustees of the Church, and upon rea- 
sonable notice to all the parties concerned, to dissolve the pastoral 
relation between such clergyman and his church. 


CANON XXII. 
Concerning Alterations in the Canons and Additions thereto. 


No proposed alteration of, or addition to, the Canons shall here- 
after be considered by the Convention, unless at least one day’s pre- 
vious notice be given thereof in open Convention ; nor, unless by 
unanimous consent, until such alteration or addition shall have been 
referred to and reported upon by a Committee of at least two Pres- 
byters and two Laymen. Nor shall such alteration or addition be 
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adopted, during the same Convention, if two-thirds of the votes of 
both orders, taken separately, shall not concur therein ; but in such 
case the same (unless negatived by a majority of the members 
present) shall lie over for consideration until the next annual meet- 
ing of the Convention. 


CANON XXIII. 


Repealing Former Canons. 


All former Canons of this Convention are hereby repealed. 


RULES OF ‘ORDER 


I. Every Convention shall be preceded by the Celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion andthe Annual Address of the Bishop, or a Sermon, as the Bishop shall 
appoint ; after which, the Bishop taking the Chair, the order of procedure shall 
be as follows : 

1. The Secretary, under the direction of the Bishop, or, in case of his 
absence or inability to act, or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, under the 
direction of the Standing Committee, shall call over the names of the Clergy 
entitled to seats. 

2. He shall call the names of the Lay Delegates whose election has been 
certified to him in pursuance of Canon II., Section 10. The President shall then 
appoint a Committee of three persons, to whom shall be referred the creden- 
tials of the Lay Delegates, who shall report upon the correctness of the roll 
made by the Secretary. 

3. A constitutional quorum (thirty Clergymen and thirty Delegations) being 
present, the President shall declare the Convention organized for business, 
which shall proceed in the following order : 

4. Reading of the Rules of Order. 

5. The election of a Secretary and Treasurer, the former of whom shall 
have power to appoint three Assistant Secretaries. 

6. The appointment of five Standing Committees by the President : 

(1) On the Incorporation and Admission of Churches—to consist of ‘one 
Clergyman and two Liymen, which Committee may report ai any 
time during the session of the Convention, in order. 

(2) On the Diocesan Fund, two Clergymen and two Laymen, with the 
Treasurer, 

(83) On the Treasurer’s Report, three Laymen., 

(4) On the General Theological Seminary, two Clergymen and three 
Laymen. 

(5) On Canons, four Clergymen and four Laymen, 

7. The appointment of Inspectors of Elections: one Clergyman and one 
Layman for the Clerical Votes, and one Clergyman and one Layman for the 
Lay Votes—for the Standing Committee, the Deputies to the Federate Council, 
and the Deputies and the Provisional Deputies to the General Convention, 

8. The Receiving and Referring of Reports, as follows ; but such Reports, 
if already printed for circulation or ordered to be printed in the Journal, ~hall 
not be read in open Convention, unless so ordered by the Convention. 

(1) Report of the Commitee on the Incorporation and Admission of 
Churches, and the Admission of ‘Parishes into Union with the 
Convention. 

(2) Report of the Trustees of the Extate and Property of the Diocese. 

(3) Report of the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen, 
and appointment of Trustees. 

(4) Report of the New York City Mission Soc ety. 

(5) Report of the Church Missionary Society for Seamen in the City and 
Port of New York. 
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(6) Report of St. Stephen’s College. 

(2) Report of Society for Promoting Religion and Learning. 

(8) Report of the Trustees of the Parochial Fund, and election of Trus- 
tees. : 

(9) Report of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, and supplying vacan- 
cies, if any, in the Trustees. | 

(10) Report of the Missionary Committee of the Diocese. 

9. Miscellaneous business. 

II. On the second day, the order of business, after Morning Prayer, shal] 
«8: 

1. Reading and approving of the Minutes. 

2. Receiving certificates of Lay Delegates not present before. 

3. Calling over the names of members not present on the first day. 

4, Annual Address of the Bishop, unless he should prefer another time for 
its delivery. If so, it shall be at any time in order. 

5. The Election of the Standing Committee, the Deputies to the Federate 
Council, and the Deputies and the Provisional Deputies to the General Con- 
vention. 

6. Reports not presented or business unfinished the preceding day, in 
order. 

7. Report of the Secretary, when any business has been committed to that 
officer. 

8. Report of the Standing Committee on the Treasurer’s Report. 

9. Report of the Standing Committee on General Theological Seminary. 

10. Report of the Standing Committee on the Diocesan Fund. 

11. Report of the Committee on Canons, 

12. Reports of Special Committees. 

13. Miscellaneous business. 

III. On the third and any subsequent day, the order of business, after Morn- 
ing Prayer, shall be: 

1. Reading and approval of the Minutes. 

2. Receiving the certificates of Lay Delegates not present before, 

3. Calling the names of members not present before. 

4, Reports not presented or business unfinished the preceding day, in 
order. 

5, Miscellaneous business, 

IV. If the prescribed order of business on any day should not have been 
gone through with, the first business the succeeding day shall be the matters 
which had not been reached, or shall be pending, on the preceding day, and 
in the order for that day prescribed ; this rule shall not apply to miscellaneous 
business. 

V. If the President ex officio is not present at the opening of the Convention, 
the Secretary shall call the Convention to order, when the senior Presbyter 
present, being entitled to a seat, shall take the chair; and in such case, imme- 
diately after the organization of the Convention, a President shall be elected 
by ballot, from among the Clergy. 

VI. Before the rising of the Convention, the Minutes of the last day’s pro- 
ceedings shall be read and approved. 
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VII. The Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church, Clergymen belong- 
ing in this Diocese but not entitled to seats in this Convention, Clergymen of 
other Dioceses, Professors and Students of Theology in the Protestant Kpisco- 
pal Church, and all persons holding any office or trust under the Convention, 
if not members, shall be admitted to the sittings of the Convention. ‘ 


VIII. The hours of each day’s session shall be from 10 A.M. to 1 P.M., and 
from 2 to 5 p.M., and, when ordered by the Convention, from 7} to 10 P.m. 


IX. The mode of conducting the stated elections by ballot shall be as 
follows : 


The Secretary shall call the names of the Clergy and of the Parishes entitled 
to vote, who, as called, are to present their several ballots for each office to be 
filled to the appropriate inspectors, whose duty it shall be to take charge of 
the same, keeping a poll list of the votes, and, as soon as practicable, to canvass 
the same, and report the result thereof to the Convention. If, on any such 
report, it should appear that no valid election has been made in respect to all 
or any of the offices to be filled, the poll shall again be opened, for the purpose 
of filling those which may remain vacant ; and if, on such second attempt, the 
purpose shall not be accomplished, the balloting may be resumed at the discre- 
tion of the Convention. 


X. No motion shall be considered as before the Convention unless seconded, 
and, when required, reduced to writing. 


XI. When a question is before the Convention, no motion, except as here- 
inafter provided, shall be received, but to lay it on the table—to postpone it 
indefinitely—to postpone it to a certain time—to commit—or to amend it; 
which motions shall have precedence in the order named. But a motion to 
strike out the word ‘‘ Resolved ” shall have precedence of a motion to amend, 
and, if carried, shall be equivalent to a rejection of the resolution. 


XII. All amendments shall be considered in the order in which they are 
received. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, a motion to 
amend the same may be made; no after-amendment to such second amend- 
ment shall be in order. But when an amendment to an amendment is under 
consideration, a substitute for the whole matter may be received. No propo- 
sition on a subject different from that under consideration shall be received 
under color of a substitute. 


XIII. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 


XIV. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, when no member is 
speaking, and shall be decided without debate. 


XV. The mover may withdraw a motion or resolution at any time before 
decision or amendment, in which case it shall not be entered upon the 
Minutes. 


XVI. If a question under debate contains several distinct propositions, the 
same shall be divided at the request of any member, and a vote taken sepa- 
rately. 
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XVII, No member may speak more than twice cn the same question with 
out leave of the Convention, nor more than once in any case until every mem- 
ber choosing to speak shall have spoken. 


XVIII. Every member present shall vote whenever a question is put, unless 
excused by the Convention on account of his being personally interested in the 
result, or for other cause. . 


XIX. The vote shall be taken by ayes and noes, and by orders, whenever 
called for by five members. 


XX. In taking the vote by orders, it shall be the right of any member of a 
delegation who may dissent from the vote of the majority of the delegation to 
have the fact of his dissent recorded on the Minutes. 


XXI. A question, being decided, shall not be reconsidered during the same 
session without the consent of two-thirds of the members present, nor without 
the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on the first 
decision. No question shall be reconsidered more than once. 


XXII. All Special Committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise ordered. 


XXIII. The reports of all Committees shall be in writing, and shal] be 
received, of course, without motion for acceptance. They shall be entered on 
the Minutes, unless otherwise ordered. If recommending or requiring any 
action or expression of opinion by the Convention, they shall be accompanied 
by a resolution, or resolutions, for its consideration. 


XXIV. When a member is called to order by the President, or by another 
member, he shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain. All 
questions of order shall be determined in the first instance by the President ; 
but any member may appeal from any decision of the Chair; and on such 
appeal, no member shall speak more than orce without leave of the Con- 
vention. 

XXV. The prescribed order of business shall not be departed from, nor 
shall any rule of: order be suspended, unless by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present; nor sball any be changed or rescinded without one day’s pre- 
vious notice of a motion to that effect. 

XXVI. The majority of a quorum shall always be required to elect any 
officer. 
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
